REGULATIONS 


OF THE 


BOARD OF HEALTH 


Of the City of Quincy, Mass. 


Ata meeting held Mar. 15, 1495, the Board 
of Health of the City of Quincy made aud 
adopted, and do hereby publish the following 
regulations : 

REGULATION 1. No person shall collect, 
remove, or carry iu or through any of the 
streets, lanes, avenues, places or alleys with- 
in the City of Quincy, the contents of any | 
cesspool, vault, privy or privy well, the} 
drainage of any stable, dwelling house, 
slaughter house, or other building in the city, 
unless expressly licensed therefore by the 
Board of Feat, upon such terms and con- 
ditions, and by such methods, as the Board 
may deem that the public health requires, 
and upon failure to comply therewith, the 
license shall be forthwith revoked and cau- 
celled. No privy vault or cesspool shall be 
cleaned between 6 Pp. mM. and suurise. 


Rua. 2. No person shall deposit the con- 
tents of any privy-vault or cesspool. or any 
other filth, upon avy premises within the 
limits of the city, without first having 
obtained a permit to do so from the Board of 
Health. Nor shall any cesspool for the re- 
tention of such waste water be within five 
feet of any house, unless the cesspool be 
cemented water-tight. No privy-vault or 
cesspool that is uot water-tight shall be 
maintained within two rods of any well, 
spring, or other source of water supply used 
for drinking purposes. 

Rec. 3. No person, unless expressly li- 
censed therefor by the Board of Health, 
shail collect, transport or convey swill, fat, | 
grease, bones, or any decaying ifyi 
offensive animal matter or vege 
Stance through any of the public streets or 
ways of this city, and then only in securely 
covered vehicles or vessels, from which no} 
liquid matter or odors can escape. 

Ree 4. All persons licensed by the Board 
to remove the contents of privy-vaults and 
cesspools, and all who collect and transport 
swill, refuse and offensive animal or vegeta- 
ble substances shall keep all carts, equip- 
ments and implements used therefor, disin- 
fected and free from all obnoxious or offen- 
sive odors when not in immediate use, and 
shall not allow the same to become obnox- 
ious or offensive to the public or to the 
owners. or occupants of premises adjoining 
those where the same are kept or stored. 


Rea. 5. Noperson shal! place, or cause to 
be placed, ‘or empty, or cause to be emptied, 
upon any street, way. lane or sidewalk, any 
house dirt, offal or rubbish, any sewerage, or 
the drainage of any sink or stable, or the 
contents of any cesspool, vault, privy or 
privy well. No person shall cast any de- 
cayed vegetable or dead anima! substance 
into any cesspool] or sewer or into any well, 
cistern, reservoir, pond or waters within 
the city, nor drown or cause to be drowned, 
any animal in any of said waters. And the 
carcasses of auimals dead of disease or killed 
for any cause, shall be buried at such dis- 
tance from dwellings, or wells, or other source 
of water supply, that no danger or nuisance 
can result; and no person shall establish or 
maintain any stable, swine pen, privy, privy 
well, cesspool or sink drain within six feet 
of any stream, watercourse or pond in this 
city, without a permit from the Board of 


Health. 


Rea. 6. The keeping of swine, goats, cows 
or poultry in any part of the city where such 
keeping shall be held by the Board of Health 
detrimental! to the public health or offensive 
to the neighborhood, is hereby prohibited, 
and after due notice by said Board to the 
ower or person in charge, he shall forth- 
with remove the same, or cause the same to 
be removed, from any place at which the 
keeping thereof shall be prohibited by the 
Board. 

Rea. 7. No person shall burn, beil, try or 
decompose any refuse substances, either 
animal or vegetable, in such a manner that 
the same shall evolve odors or gasses, ob- 
noxious or offensive to the public or to the 
owners or occupants of adjoining premises. 

tec. 8 Every occupant of any dwelling 
house, tenemenc or other building in this 
city shall keep such house or building, and 
the yard belonging to the same, free from all 
filth and from all substances haying offen- 
sive odors. 

Whenever a vault, cesspool, barn or cellar, 
or any building or premises of any descrip- 
tion, becomes offensive, the same shall be 
satisfactorily cleansed, ventilated and disin- 
fected, by the occupant or owner within such 
reasonable time as the Board of Health may 
in a notice therefor prescribe. 

Whenever the Board of Health is satisfied 
on due examination that a e¢ellar, tenement 
or building within the city, occupied as a 
dwelling house, has become, by reason of the 


number of occupants, want of cleanliness or 
other cause, untit for such purpose, the oc- 
cupants shall remoye therefrom within forty- 
eight hours after written notice has been 
given them. 

Rea. 9. When a householder knows that 
a person within his family is sick with small- 
pox, diphtheria, membraneous croup, scarlet 
fever or any other disease dangerous to the 
public health, he shall immediately give 
notice thereof to the Board of Health, unless 
he knows such cases haye been duly reported 
by the attending physician. 

When a physician knows that a person 
whom he is called to yisit is infected with 
small-pox, diphtheria, scarlet fever, measles 
or typhoid fever, he shall immediately give 
notice thereof to the Board of Health. 

Rea. 10. No person from any dwelling 
wherein a case of small-pox, diphtheria, 
membraneous croup or scarlet fever exists 


shall attend any school, church or public 
gathering of any kiod, or take any book or 
magazine to or from the Pablic Library 
without a permit from the Board of Health. 
The Board will inform the librarian of all 
cases of said diseases, and until a written 
permit is given he shall allow neither books 
hor magazines to be taken to or returned 
from the dwellings where such cases exist. 

Rec. 11. Incase of a death from small- 
pox, scarlet fever, membraneous croup or 
diphtheria, burial must be made within 
twelve hours, if practicable, and must be 
strictly private; and the body must not be 
exposed to view, or the coflin opened after 
the body has been placed therein. 

Rea. 12. All cases of- small-pox, mem- 
braneous croup, diphtheria and scarlet fever 
must be isolated to the satisfaction of the 
Board, and no visitors of auy kind allowed. 
After the sickness is over the rooms occupied 
must be disinfected by the householder or 
by the Board of Heaith. ‘hey must be 


ughbuy closed and sulphur burned in them 
at the rate of two pounds per one thousand 
cubic feet of space. They must remain 
closed from six to twelve hours, then opened 
and aired thoroughly before further oc- 
cupancy. The bedding must be well spread 
out and cxposed to the same sulphur fumes. 


Rec. 13. No child from a family, any one 
of whose members is sick with small-pox, 
membraneous croup, diphtheria, scarlet 
fever, measies or whooping cough, will be 
permitted to attend school until four weeks 
after the complete cessation of such sickness 
in the family. Children from tenements 
immediately adjoining those in which any 
of these diseases exists wiil likewise be p:o- 
hibited, uniess by permission of the Board of 
Health, and ‘alll children so prohibited, by 
reason of sickness in their families, before 
again attending school shall obtain a certifi- 
cate from the attending physician and from 
a member of the Board of Health, that all 
danger of contagion is past. 

Rea. 14. Whoever has knowledge of, or 
has reason to suspect the existence of a con- 
tagious disease among any domestic animals 
in this city shall forthwith give notice there- 
of to the Board of Health. 

Rea. 15. Persons having the care or 
custody of such suspected animals, and hay- 
ing received a written or verbal order from 
the Board of Health for their restriction, 
shall neither sell, trade nor in any way dis- 
pose of them, nor move or allow them to be 
moved from the place assigned, uor allow 
other animals not already exposed to some 
in contact with them till permitted so to do 
by the State Cattle Commissioners. 


Whoever violates any provisions of regu- 
lations 14 and 15 shall be punished by a fine 
not exceeding tive hundred dollars or by im- 
prisonmenut not exceeding one year; and 
whoever violates any previsions of any other 
of these regulations shall be pun'shed by a 
fine not exceeding one hundred dollars for 
each offense.

Some four years ago I spent four days in 
Canton, the metropolis of southern China, 


on a special mission to investigate Chinese 
justice, and the results surpassed my most 


ghastly anticipation, 

What I witnessed was nothing unusual, 
and is the daily practice of the country, but 
I am compelled to tone down the details to 
make them presentable for publication. 
Nothing but the strongest spirit of inquiry, 
supported by an iron resolution, carried me 
through the horrors of those days, and for 
weeks afterward I suffered from perpetual 
nightmare. 

I first inspected the yamens, or police 
courts, where the dispensing of justice, or 
rather injustice, originates, Here, amidst 
surroundings of squalor, and under the di- 
rection of an apathetic mandarin, the laws 
of China were being administered. 

The law moved with no sluggish strides. 
Prisoner after prisoner were arraigned, and 
after the veriest farce of inquiry, adjured 
to confess. Those who protested their in- 
nocence and could not pay were handed 
over to the “‘yamen runners,”’ or official 
torturers, while the trial of the rest pro- 
ceeded, only disturbed by the groans of 
those undergoing cross-examination at the 
other end of the hall, 

Let us turn to these latter unfortunates, 
Here is one prisoner held down whilst 
a ruffiap is pounding his ankle bones into 
a jelly with a wooden club. This man has 
not been proved guilty, but he will never 
be able to stand again. 

In another corner is a poor wretch sus- 
pended by his thumbs and great toes in 
such a position that his whole weight is 
thrown upon the points of his knees, which 
rest on a chain mat studded with sharp 
points. His groans have ceased and a 
merciful unconsciousness bas come to him, 
to the evident disappointment of the idle 
crowd, which has now ceased to regard 
bim with interest.

The entire proceedings were characterized 
by a revolting squalor and the most callous 
indifference on the part of both spectators 
and victims. 

On this occasion the death squad con- 
sists of thirteen, who are tightly bound 
hand and foot and carried in, huddled up 
in baskets slung on a bamboo between two 
coolies. On arriving at the centre of the 
ground these living loads are pitched out 
unceremoniously, and immediately seized 
by the executioner and his assistants, who 
arrange them in two lines 
position.

and with incredib)« swiftness, the butchery 
commences, The assistant seizes the first 
victim by the shoulders from behind, while 
the executioner steps up to his left side, 
armed with an enormously heavy short 
sword with a broad blade and razor-like 
edge. Without any compulsion, the victim, 
still kneeling, bends his head forward, and 
almost instantaneously it leaps from his 
body, severed by one swift stroke. The 
assistant pushes the trunk over forward, 
and a shrill burst of approving ‘‘ Hi-yahs"’ 
goes up from the crowd, 

With fearful rapidity the slaughter pro- 
ceeds, and not five seconds elapse between 
the fall of each head. One unerring stroke 
ends each life, and the victims are so ar- 
ranged that each can witness the fate of all 
those in front of him before his turn 
comes, 

The crowd is now in the most jovial 
humor, and signifies its light-hearted en- 
joyment by ribald chaff at the expense of 
the remaining victims, who frequently re- 
tort defiantly, and exhibit the most stolid 
indifference to their fate. 

The last few heads are falling now, when 
my hand is plucked by an excited young- 
ster of ten, dancing with delight, who cries 
eagerly, “ Ho-tai?’’ (Isn’t is beautiful ?) 
I repress a fierce desire to throttle him, and 
in a few seconds all is over. Justice is vin- 
dicated, and the crowd quickly disperses, 
all but the city gamins, who remain behind 
to rehearse the whole proceedings and to 
skylark with the bodies. 

Horrible though the sight has been, 
death has, at any rate, been swift and mer- 
ciful, but another day the supreme horror 
of Chinese justice is revealed to us. 

For certain offenders, notably parricides 
and women who kill their husbands, the 
penalty is the ‘* Ling-chee,”’ or ‘* thousand 
cuts.” This is too ghastly for detailed 
description, but suttice it to say that the 
victim is first crucified to a low cross, and 
then slowly sliced to pieces with a knife. 

So skilful is the executioner that al- 
though his victim soon becomes almost un- 
recognizable as a human being, yet no vital 
wound is inflicted till perhaps half an hour 
of this torture has elapsed, when the agony 
is ended by decapitation. 

So superior an entertainment as this is 
naturally rewarded by a full house, and 
even greater merriment prevails thau at 
mere head chopping displays, which savor 
somewhat of monotony to the bDlase 
Cantonese. 

To every sojourner in a Chinese port the 
spectacle is a familiar one of those tiny 
bundles of bamboo matting which are con 
tinually washed up on the river-banks or 
sea-shore. They contain the bodies of 
female children, a large proportion of 
whom are thus disposed of by their in- 
human parents, with the full consent of 
the law. 

Returning to the subject of the present 
war, we read daily of the horrible atrocities 
perpetrated by the Chinese troops on their 
Japanese prisoners. Slow torturing of the 
wounded, crucifixion of women, burning 
alive of prisoners, are constantly practised 
with the approval and at the instigation of 
the Chinese officials, and yet the sympathy 
of masses of educated people is on the side 
of the Chinese, 

The cry now is that China is down, and

that Japan should cease wantonly to 
trample on her, 
Fortunately the Japanese statesmen 


understand the situation better than the 
wiseacres in Europe and America, and are 
strong enough to ignore threats of inter- 
ference.” 


From Cellar to Altic. 


After the cellar is cleaned the next move 
is to begin at the top of the house and 
work down. It is not safein these days, 
when houses are kept almost as warm in 
winter as they become in summer, to take 
it for granted that anything is perfectly 
free from carpet-bugs, moths and other 
insects. Every article in the store-room 
should be examined, brushed and shaken. 
All the boxes, drawers and closets should 
be brushed, wiped and lined with new 
paper. Asa measure of safety all recepta- 
cles should be saturated with naptha just 
before theircontents are replaced. Woolen 
goods, furs and feathers should be wet 
with naphtha and folded in old cotton or 
linen sheets. They will! be perfectly safe 
for a year or more, provided they have 
been thoroughly shaken and brushed, so 
that no insects’ eggs remain in them, 
Pieces of carpets and other large articles 
should be hung out-of-doors, on lines, be- 
fore being put away. Having taken care 
of the closets, drawers, boxes and stored 
goods, the next thing will be toclean the 
room. Brush the articles of furniture and 
set them outside the room. Brush the 
walls, ceiling and windows. After sweep- 
ing the floor wash the windows and wood- 
work, and also the floor, wiping very dry. 
Let the room air for an hour or more ; 
then return all the articles to their places, —

will secure in addition $700 which is pledged conditional upon the amount 
of $1500 being subscribed. From a city of over 20,000 inhabitants, it 
seems as though this amount can be readily secured from those interested 
in the work. 


Let there be a generous response to this call of the Association. 

Upon the young men of today depends the welfare of our city in the 
future. Let us throw around our sons the best possible influences for their 
socially and moral improvement, and if any have no sons of their own let 
them do for the sons of others what will make them become what they 
would wish their own boys to be. Then when fathers and mothers are dead 
and gone their names will be cherished, their memories will be kept green 
and their characters reverenced by the boys as they enjoy all that the 
fathers and mothers did for them in the days long ago.

and the assessments of betterments. 

H, H. Faxon learned from Mr. Churchill 
that the extension would open up 136 feet 
of his lot, and then claimed the lot would 
be worth more after the slice was taken. 

Mr. Churchill could not see it, as now he 
had a rear lot large enough for a house, 
and would not have after the widening. 

Mr. Cherrington thought Ward Six 
should not beg for everything it received, 
where Ward One got all it wanted. 

The hearing closed and the order was re- 
committed to the Committee on Streets, 

Calendar. 

The ordiaanc? relative to removal of 
sLOW came up for passage, but was laid on 
on the table, 

The order for a sidewalk on Washington 
street, and for the division of Ward Three 
into precincts both passed. 


The Schoolhouse Plans. 
The order appropriating $800 for plans 


| for two wooden schoolbouses came up for 
| passage. 


Councilman Nickerson opposed the order 
and was against the erection of wooden 
buildings. He considered it a step back 
for the city. Quincy was backward enough 
now without doing this. 

Councilman Geary made an elequent 
plea for a brick building at *‘ The Rail.” 
The district had waited patiently for a 
schoolhouse and a wooden ove would not 
satisfy them. Of all buildings which should 
not be of inflammable material the school- 
house was the one, where the safety of so 
many children was concerned. 

Councilman Sprague was an advocate 
of biiek, bat had voted for wood in the 
committee that the matter might come up 
before the Couacil, That schoolhouses 
might be built of something for they were 
needed. 

Councilman Shack!ey realized the need 
of accommodation. He had an order in 
his pocket to convert a hall at the Willard 
into a school room to accommodate 60 
pupils. 

Councilman Adams favored brick, as 
more economical and infinitely better. 

Councilman Shackley believed the debt 
of the city would now be $100,000 smaller 
had the new schoolhouses been of wood in- 
stead of brick. The gentleman who had 
got us into the idea of brick, had found it 
so expensive that he had removed from 
town taking considerable taxable property 
with him. 

Councilman Bryant said the man 
probably moved out because he foresaw 
that the city was going to build of wood 
and would go backward. Corporations re- 
garded brick as more economical, and rail- 
roads were erecting depots of brick and 
stone. 

Councilman Lamb suggested that 
granite be used. It would give work to 
many of our idle citizens. He had seen 
some very pretty buildings built of Quincy 
seam face granite. He had a reliable 
estimate that granite would cost but $2500 
more than wood. 

Councilman Shackley thought no one 
could give a reliable estimate on stone, as 
they had no specifications. 

Coancilman Lamb replied the man could 
give a closer estimate than Councilman 
Shackley. He had figures it could be 
built for $31,000. 

Councilman Nickerson rapped Ward 
Two on its slow growth. No other ward 


Tn West Quincy and Wollaston they raised 


children. Give West Quincy stone and 
the Downs brick. 
Councilman Sprague belicved stone; 


worthy of consideration. 

Councilman Nickerson 
was no great haste. 

Councilman Adams thought we could 
wait to get the right thing. We should in- 
vestigate stone, 

Councilman Rinn would not vote for 
wood if no schoolhouses were built this 
year. Our wooden schoolhouses were 
poorly. heated and ventilated, and he 
should introduce an order this evening for 
a change. 

Councilman Bryant 
“*stone’’ instead of 
order. 

Councilman Sprague moved to recommit 
and the motion took precedent. 

Councilman Shackley opposed recom- 
mitting without a vote on material, 

Councilman Adams was not prepared to 
vote for stone until he knew the cost. 

Councilman Russell said 300 granite 
workers were out of employment and stone 
was worthy of consideration. 

Councilman Nickerson believed the esti- 
mate given by Councilman ‘Lamb to be 
reliable. It was from ex-Councilman 
Moxon who could be depended upon. 

Councilman Barker regarded brick as 
more economical, It would cost but $5,000 
more and would attract people to become 
residents, particularly at the Downs. 

Councilman Parker opposed wood, and 
bad letters from many cities in Metropoli- 
tan district to back him up. 

The order was recommitted, 

Other Business. 

Councilman Rinn cffered an order appro- 
priating $2,500 for a new system of heating 
and ventilation at the Quincy school. Re- 
ferred. 

Councilman Geary offered an order for a 
stone crossing on Willard street, at junc- 
tion of Crescent street and Bates avenue.

The Rev. Daniel 
Shute was the first minister to the parish, 
having been graduated from Harvard in 
1748 and ordained herein June, 1746. The 
present pastor is Charles T. Billings, a 
native of Fitchburg, being 33 years of age. 
He graduated from Harvard College in 
1884 and was formerly a school teacher at 
Quincy. 

—Miss Florence Meserve, who graduated 
at High school, North Abington, last year, 
and has been training in Quingy, obtained 
a school in Charlemont, and begins her 
school there next Monday.

Agricultural Items. 


The canker worm made considerable 
havoc in some places in the eastern part of 
Massachusetts last year, and will probably 
be more troublesome the coming season. 
Where the trees are provided with bands 
of paper around the trunks they will need 
to have the tar or printers’ ink renewed 
every few days as long as the grubs con- 
tinue to run, usually till near the first of 
May. 

This isthe best month of the year to 
hatch out chickens for good layers next 
winter, and the thrifty poultryman will 
make the best use of it he can. 

Allthe money is made from the good 
cows; you are keeping the poor ones for 
fun. 

The market gardener is now selling 
his early dandelions, lettuce, cacumbers 
and radishes, horseradish and ber roots. 

The apple-borer attacks the tree near 
the ground.

Household Receipts. 


BakepD Hatrisur. Scrape clean. Rub 
with salt and pepper. Put on greased iron 
rack, in a pan. Put slices of salt pork 
under and over fish, Dredge with flour. 
When flour has browned baste often with 
the pork fat. Do not add water, Serve 
with drawn butter or egg sauce. 


Lemon CusTarpD Pre. Juice and rind 
of one lemon, yolks of three eggs, one cup- 
ful of sugar, one tablespoonfal of corn- 
starch, three-fourths of a cupfual of hot 
water. Mix together, bake in one crust of 


pastry. 
Fish Cxoquetres. One pint, finely 
shredded fish, salt and pepper. Moisten 


with a cupfa! of thick white sauce. Shape 
and dip into crumbs, egg and then crumbs. 
Fry in smoking, deepfat. Drain on paper. 
White sauce is made as drawn butter using 
milk instead of water. 


BAKED OMELET. Boil one pint of 
milk; melt in ita teaspoonfal of butter 
and one of salt. Stir in a tablespoonful 
of flour rubbed smooth in a little cold 
milk. Pour this upon seven eggs 
beaten two or three minutes. Stir rapidly 
till well mixed, add a tablespoonfal of 
chopped parsley. Pour intoa well-buttered 
quart dish and bake about twenty minutes, 


Sattep ALMmoNDs. Shell a quantity 
of almonds and blanch by pouring boiling 
water over them, letting them stand in it 
for a moment, then throwing them into 
cold water, and finally rubbing them be- 
tween the hands. For each cupfal of nuts 
that is put into a bow! add a tablespoovful 
of melted butter or of salad oil. Stir the 
almonds well and let them stand for an 
hour; then sprinkle with salt, allowing a 
tablespounfal for each cupful of nuts. 
Put the almonds in a clean baking-pan and 
into a moderate oven, and let them bake— 
giving them a stirring occasionally—until 
they turn a delicate brown. In about a 
quarter of an hour they should be crisp. 
They may require a slight sprinkling of 
salt as they come from the oven.

In a house where there are children, toys 
are an important part of the family outfit. 


They are of many kinds, and are to be 
found anywhere between garret and cellar;

The use of eggs on Easter Day, some- 
times called Pasche, or paste eggs, has 
come down to the present time. Eggs 
were held by the Egyptians as a sacred em- 
blem of the renovation of mankind after 
the Deluge. ‘The Jews adopted them to 
suit the circumstances of their history as a 
type of their departure from the land of 
Egypt. 

They were also used in the feast of the 
Passover. 

Hyde, in his description of Oriental 
sports, tells of one with eggs among the 
Christians of Mespotamia on Easter Day, 
and forty days afterward: ‘‘ The sport con- 
sists in striking their eggs one against an- 
other, and the egg that first breaks is won 
by the owner of the one that struck it. Im- 
mediately another egg is pitted against the 
winning egg, and so on till the last egg 
wins all the others, which their respective 
owners sha)! before have won.” 

In Germany, sometimes instead of eggs 
at Faster, an emblematical print is occa- 
sionally presented. One of these is pre- 
served in the print-room of the British 
Museum. Three hens are represented as 
upholding a basket, in which are placed 
three eggs ornamented with representations 
illustrative of the Resurrection: over the 
center egg the ‘“‘Agnus Dai,” with a 
chalice representing faith; the other eggs 
bearing the emblems of charity and hope. 
—Ladies’ Home Journal.

part of the country. It will begin with 
four cars in use,—three for transportation 
of mails from the central office to the dis- 
trict station and one compartment car for 
sorting and arranging mails,

—The largest flash light photograph ever 
made was by Ernest Marx, at the Metro- 
politan Opera House, New York City, of 
3,500 people on the evening of March 2/st, 
at the 100th representation of Wagner's 
‘Siegfried.’ The management only al- 
lowed Mr. Mars one minute between the 
acts but he secured a remarkably clear 
photograph many of the people in the 
3,500 audience being easily recognizable in 
the reproduction in Harper's Weekly of 
April 6th. 


—The recent decision of the postal au- 
thorities, by which the use of postal cards 
for notices to tax-payers and other similar 
notices was forbidden, has been so modi- 
fied that such use is permissible, provided 
nothing of a threatening nature is included 
in the notice, The ruling is explained ag 
follows: ‘* What the department particu- 
larly desires to exclude from postal cards 
is not a statement of the amount due nor 
a respectful request for the settlement of 
an account, but those that are of a threat- 
ening nature, or calculated by their man- 
ner or style of display to reflect injuriously 
upon the addressee.”’

Riding a Wheel. 


The proper position for a bicycle rider is, 
in the first place, an upright one, says a 
writer in Harper’s Young People. He 
should push nearly straight downward 
with his legs—not backward, as one must 
do who leans far forward. His arms 
should not be rigid and extended to their 
full length, but alittle bent, and the 
handles can be easily adjusted to bring this 
about. The reason for the bent or slightly 
bent arm is evident after a moment’s 
thought. If the arm is stiff, rigid, and ex- 
tended to its full length, the “* pull’? which 
you give the handles on going up hill, or 
indeed, while running along a level road, isa 
dead pull. There is no life in it. Each jar 
to the machine is a jar to your body, your 
head and neck, and consequently a jar to 
your whole system. Oa the other hand, if 
you ride with your arms a little bent, and 
acting as a kind of a buffer to all jarring 
influences, they wil! save you an injurious, 
though unnoticeable, shaking up each 
time you go out. The only way in which 
you will notive a change will be after you 
have become accustomed to the bent arm 
method. Then you will find you can ride 
longer without becoming tired. 

Another feature of this stiff arm is the 
position into which the shoulders are 
thrust. Try it; grow a little tired with a 
long ride, and then see where your 
shoulders are. You have gradually come 
to lean on your arms for rest. Both 
shoulders have beep thrown far back; your 
head and neck are stretched far forward, 
and your chest has, so to speak, sagged 
forward out of its natural position, Keep 
this up long enough, and you will bea 
fine-looking specimen. 

No; the weight of your body should 
never come on the bands and arms, but on 
your thighs, and thence be transferred to 
the seat, with the unconscious, springy 
action of your legs, which in a measure 
allows some of your weight to come on the 
pedals, In this position your hands are 
free to guide your wheel, your body is erect, 
you do not then get into the habit of 
swaying from side to side to put your 
weight first on one side and then on the 
other; and your whole muscular movement 
is regular and normal. Try riding without 
putting either hand on the handles aud 
sitting erect. If you ride well, you can 
easily keep your balance, and in an inscant 
you will be in the correct position. 
Once in this position, place the bands 
lightly on the handle bars, and you will 
be in a healthy, a proper situation to gain 
benefit from your riding. 

In riding ten miles, for instance, never 
go to the whole distance at one pace. 
Slow, steady riding bas its merits; so has 
sprinting for short distances. When a 


good clear road looms up ahead, have a 
brush for two or three hundred yards with 
the boy who is with you. These little 
races are good things. They quicken your 
movements and they keep you from 
forming bad habits or letting your body 
sag into set, immovable positions. They 
also bring the muscles into a different 
kind of play.

Bousehold Receipts. 


A Smart. CusTarp Pre. Line a plate 
with nice paste. Beat one egg, add a cup 
of milk, one tablespoonful of sugar, pour 
into the pie and grate a little nutmeg over 
the top. Bake so that a strong heat will 
come on the lower part. 


Frencu Pancakes. One-half cup of 
sour milk, smal] half teaspoonful of soda, 
one egg, a pinch of salt, and flour to make 
a thin batter. Bake on a griddle in large 
cakes. Spread with butter and currant 
jelly, and roll them up nicely. Spread 
sugar over them if you please. 


Coup Meat Disu. Take any sort of 
cold meat and suet, mixed: chop very fine; 
add salt, onions, minced ham or tongue, & 
slice of bread soaked in milk, two well 
beaten eggs, one ounce of butter; stew all 
together gently for fifteen minutes; turn it 
into a mold and bake till brown. Turn out 
onahot dish and cover with the gravy 
strained off when molded. 


ScaLLorpeD TomaATors. Take one 
quart can of tomatoes and season with one 
teaspoonful of salt, half a teaspoonful of 
pepper, a teaspoonful each of sugar and 
onion juice, one heaping tablespoonful of 
minced parsley and a tablespoonful of but- 
ter. Buttera deep dish and sprinkle with 
fine crumbs. Pour in the tomatoes, cover 
the top with fine bread crumbs and bits of 
butter. Bake in a moderate oven au hour 
aud a half to two hours,

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Important Decision. 


An opinion of considerable importance 
to the newspapers of the country has been 
handed down by Judge Eadlich, of the 
Common Pleas Court of Berks county, Pa. 

The principal rulings were as follows : 

An account of a criminal proceeding is 
matter proper for public information, and 
is a privileged communication. 

A mistake in a privileged communica- 
tion, if it be a necessary part of the report 
of the occurrence and such a matter of 
detail as would usually be inserted in such 
a report, partakes of the privilege, though 
it may, in point of fact, be untrue. 

The presumption of malice where an 
incorrect statement has been made in a 
privileged communication, though the 
statement may reflect upon an individual, 
is rebutted by the fact that reasonable 
care was exercised in verifying the state- 
ment, and that there was reasonable and 
probable cause for believing it to be true, 

A newspaper publisher is not to be 
held to any stricter accountability in the 
conduct of his business than other per- 
sons engaged in business enterprises, 

The question of whetber or not a com- 
munication is privileged is a question for 
the court and not for the jury. 

In an account of an arrest actually made 
in a bawdy house a statemeut of the loca- 
tion of the house and the name of its pro- 
prietress partakes of the privilege attaching 
to the account itself as an integral part of 
the whole and an entirely relevant detail 
of the occurrence, and therefore an honest 
mistake, both in the location and in the 
name, if induced by probable cause, could 
not make the erroneous statement, believed 
in at the time and made without malice, 
irrelevant or a lawful ground of recovery. 

Ic is an absolute impossibility for news- 
papers in our day todothe work which 
the times and the people expect and de- 
mand, and at the same time to verify toa 
certainty every item and explore for pos- 
sible falsity in what seems true. Cer- 
tainly nothing more should be exacted 
from them in that line than is required 
from other individuals.—The Fourth 
Estate.

Transplanting Vegetables, 


Raising vegetables in boxes or frames 
and then trausplanting them later is be- 
coming more general every year. Better 
results are obtained with a great many 
plants in this way, and experiments show 
that some plants now sown in the open 
garden wil) do better if started in boxes 
and then transplanted. It gives much 
better conditions to the seeds for germina- 
tion in asmall place than when drilled 
into the field where they are to remain 
permanently, and also avoids extremes of 
weather or moisture in this way, until the 
plants have a fair start in life, so thas they 
are better abie to resist rain, cold or 
drought, 

Success in transplanting, however, de- 
pends upon several small points that can 
bot be emphasized too much, for careless 
transplanting is very apt to ruin the whole 
crop. The plants should be kept out of 
the ground as short time as possible, and 
while removing them to the field keep 
them moist and in the shade. A few 
hours of hot sun may diminish their vitality 
so that they will never recover. A cool 
day or late afternoon should be selected, 
A cloudy day right afcer a storm is a most 
excellent time for planting, although it is 
nol necessary to wait for such weather. 
However, there is considerable danger run 
by transplanting right in the middle of the 
day waen the sua is hot. Quite a per 
centage of will be injured, 
either while they are out of the ground or 
after they have been transplanted, Ia 
buying plants from any distance danger of 
losing some of them is pretty strong. Lt 
generally pays to raise the plants some- 
where on the farm, It can be done at 
half the cost of buying them, 

In transplanting, the holes fer the 
plants need to be puddled thoroughly. The 
plants dipped into this water will have 
sufficient water around their roots to keep 
them growing.

After the plants are put into their places 
in the field, the soil needs to be pressed 
around their roots very firmly and care 
fully. The firmer the plants are fixed into 
the soil the less destructive action can the 
the sun have on them, After they have 
been planted try and pull them up with 
one leaf. If they resist they all 
right.—Furmer's Home Weekly.

Mountain-Climbing Made Easy. 


Hitherto, all tunnels through mountains 
have been horizontal, or approximately so. 
Now, however, comes a project to tunnel a 
mountain the other way, with the intention 
of securing a channel for transit not over 
the mountain and beyond it, but to its 
summit, The pioneer mountain selected 
fur this experiment is, according to the 
London Lancet, the Jungfrau. The plan 
is to make a vertical shaft from the bottom 
with a **lift.’’ 

When the scheme was first decided upon 
the suggestion of the terrible mal de mon- 
tagne which mountain-climbers experience 
when they reach a height of about 
metres, caused the project to languish. 

But meantime a scientist made experi- 
menis on guinea pigs, with the intention 
of finding out just what causes the awful 
mountain-sickness. He found that an ani- 
mal at rest could exist very comfortably in 
an atmosphere as rarefied as that to which 
the mountain-climber is subjected when he 
feels the mountain-sickness, but that a 
guinea pig made to exert itself by turning 
a wheel became distressed in the same 
atmosphere. The animal at rest began to 
suffer only when subjected to an atmos- 
phere equivalent to that at a height of 6000 
metres, and his condition only became 
serious at the equivalent of 8000 metres. 

These experiments prove pretty 
clusively that an element of muscular 
fatigue enters into the condition known as 
mal de montagne.

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The Newspaper in Schools, 

The newspaper can be put to a great 
deal of intelligent use. One bright teacher 
has his pupils give one bit of news politi- 
cal, social, in fact any except police news, 
every morning in the time devoted to 
general exercises, and every pupil is ex- 
pected to write one “reporter's nosegay"’ 
every week and hand it to the teacher, It 
must be neatly written, spelled correctly 
and punctuated properly. It must be an 
account of something the pupil saw on the 
street during the week, ‘Tuese ‘ nosegays ” 
are eagerly read by the boys on Friday 
afternoon, and a committee of two boys 
and the teacher decide which one is the 
best ; itis then sent to one of the local 
newspapers and always printed. 

One geography specialist, a lady em- 
ployed at a large salary in one of our cities, 
uses the newspaper constantly in her 
classes. The shipping list is given to the 
pupils, who find where every port men- 
tioned is situated, and learn from the 
cargoes brought to and from these ports 
something of their rescources. 

Many teachers read the paper every 
morning to their pupils. They employ 


about five minutes’ time, and select judi- 
ciously from the sheet. 

In teaching “stock and bonds” in 
arithmetic, the newspaper is a great help, 
and every teacher should instruct pupils 
how to read the quotations understandingly. 

The editorials, when particularly good, 
should be read aloud as a reading lesson 
now and then, 

Boys, especially, are interested in work 
like this. They are quick to se the 
practical benefit of it. Indeed, teachers 
should aim at fitting boys and girls for 
practical life.—Lucy Hayes Macqueen.

BRAINTREE. 


At the equity court hearing last week, 
in regard to the Commercial street cross- 
ing there were appointed railroad com- 
missioners to veiw the crossing and report 
on the advisibility of building an overhead 
bridge at that place.

The Granite Industry. 


The exodus of granite workers from 
Quincy still continues and bids fair to 
momentarily sulve the problem of the lo- 
cal unemployed. Such a solution is un- 
fortunate in many respects, for the entire 
prosperity of Quincy depends to an enor- 
mous extent on the wholesome activity of 
its staple industry. 

The West Quincy district seems to be re- 
covering itself more slowly from the gen- 
eral depression than some of the other 
divisions of the trade, such well known 
and reputable firms as the O. T. Rogers 
Company and the Granite Railway Com- 
pany being obliged to reduce their forces 
to greatly reduced proportions. 

The new polishing shop of Swingle & 
Falconer is nearly completed, and is ex- 
pected to be in ac ive runuing order within 
a short time. 

Most of the retail firms have put new 
men to work lately, and are straining their 
energies to supply their Memorial day or- 
ders on time, 

From outside indications grauvite build- 
ing operations are assuming very favora- 
ble aspects. Many of the easterly districts 
that have been practically at a stand-still 
| for some time, are making earnest prepara- 
tions to resume their wonted enterprise in 


tbat special line, 


There is an excellent article in the 
April number of the Monumental News 
jou lettering. Space does not permit its 
reproduction in the Parrior though its 
perusal would wellrepay granite workers, 
and more especially those who make a 
specialty of that branch. With perhaps 
one insignificant exception the directions 
of the writer are worthy of adoption by 
the most skilled worker. 

The proposal to build the 
schools for Quincy of granite is arousing 
considerable interest amongst those 
engaged in the granite business. Opinions 
| are divided between the need for municipal 
economy and trade loyalty. It is reasoned 
on one hand that the extra expenditure for 
stone edifices would in time be balanced by 
greater durability of structure, and the 
encouragement that would be given to the 
local industry; whilst the economist holds 
that if cheaper material can be employed, 
compatible with safety and reasonable 
attention to art, it would be for the best 
interests of the city to avoid the rocky 
substance. 

Owing to the peculiar conditions that 
called for areopening of the b'acksmiths, 
scale of prices, it is not surprising that the 
meeting of the two committees last week 
resulted in almost total disagreement. The 
| questions in dispute will therefore be sub- 
mitted to representatives of the executive 
committees of the manufacturers’ and 
and employes’ associations for final settle- 
ment. 

Many attempts have been made to intro- 
duce cooperative and profit sharing devices 
into certain parts of the iudustrial field, 
and the experiments made have been some- 
times extremely successful, more frequently, 
however the reverse. So far as we know, 
the first practical movement towards the 
adoption of the profit sharing system into 
the granite business has jast been made by 
the well known firm of John Crawford & 
Son, Buffalo, N. Y. Mr. Crawford has 
made a proposal to each of his workmen 
that for equity, and minute attention to 
detail, would be hard to equal, He under- 
takes to divide the profits of the business 
from Jan 1, to Dec. 31, 1895, on the basis 
of giving to each man according to his 
individual contribution to the aggregate 
production of the firm. An extract from 
the communication with which he apprised 
an employe of the proposal will best ilius- 
trate Lhe new plan. 


** As an illustration, let us suppose the 
entire amount of wages paid during the 
year to be $18,000.00 and my investment of 
capital, etc., $27,000 00, the total amount 
would be $45,000 00. Now let us assume 
that your wages will be for the year $800 00 
and the undivided profits are $3,000 00, you 
would receive 800-45,000 of $3,000.00 or 
$53.33. 

This division shal! apply to all men who 
sball be in our employ for three months or 
longer during the year, and should a man 
from any cause cease to be in our employ, 
he shall, if he bas been at work for three 
months or more, be entitled to a certificate 
showing amount of wages received which 
} at the end of the year sball be of the same 
value as though he were still working for 
us. 

It will be optional for each man to draw 
his share in cash or to leave it invested at 
6 per cent, payable on demand, the rate of 
wages to be paid during the year remain- 
ing as heretofore.”’ 

Tie result of this new departure will be 
watched with keen interest by all students 
of social and industrial conditions, and if 
the operations of the project be in ac- 
cordance with the worthy motives that 
have prompted the new order of things 
they will merit more general adoption,

—Brockton has a citizen who has had 
but one lung—according to the doctors— 
for a quarter of a century, and he has 
reached a good old age. 

—A young couple drove into Carver the 
other day and asked a minister to marry 
them.

They explained that they bad 
heard that Carver was now under a Popu-

—The unexpected and sudden death 
from apoplexy of James W. Scott, put- 
lisher of the Chicago Times-Herald and 
Evening Post, which occurred in New 
York city on Sunday last, was a great 
shock to bis many friends in all parts of 
the country.

—Jchn F, Murpby, the widely known 
news agent of the Old Colony road, now 
sells papers over 700 miles of the N. Y., 
N. H. & H. system, covering all the 
territory as far west as Worcester and 
New London. 


—The backwardness of the season is sub- 
ject of general comment, although perhaps 
it is more apparent than real, owing to an 
exceptionally early season last year. 


—The interior department at Washing- 
ton is preparing to print 15,000 maps of 
the United States and 20,000 of public 
land, by states and territories, 


—There will be thirty newspaper men in 
the next congress, and at least 300,000 
more looking on. 


—The uses to which paper is put are 
manifold. The tramp fraternity long ago 
found ita first-class substitute so far as 
warmth is concerned, to the fancy woolen 
or silk bose which were jast a trifle beyond 
his exchequer. And now a process has 
been perfected whereby paper socks can be 
produed for three cents a pair. Pulp 
manufacturers have solved the problem of 
paper yarns for this purpose, and now the 
inner foot-coverings can be used and dis- 
carded like the paper napkin. 


—The New England Farmer, heretofore 
published by George M. Whitaker, will 
hereafter be issued by the Whitaker Pub- 
lishing company. This change has been 
made necessary by the growth of business 
under Mr. Whitaker's management. Mr. 
George A. Rogers, of North Andover, a 
well-known and successful farmer of Essex 
county, will be a director in the new com- 
pany and a member of the editorial staff. 
Mr, Whitaker will continue as editor-in- 
chief of the paper and general manager of 
the company. 


—The shocking murder of little Alice 
Sterling in Dorchester, whose body was 
found buried in the manure pit last Satur- 
day is one of the most revolting crimes 
that has been known in Boston for years. 
Angus D. Gilbert, night station agent, at 
Savin Hill depot, the supposed rascal, has 
been arrested and is now behind the bars 
waiting his trial, 


—Charles F. Martin, of San Francisco, 
Cal., has recently been granted a patent 
on a flying machine on which he has been 
working for about two years, Mr. Martin 
has concluded arrangements for the 
expenditure of $10,000 in building his 
machine, The motive power will be 
neither steam nor electricity, but will be 
something new, and will not be disclosed 
till the machinery for its use is made and 
patented, 

—The committee on judiciary has re- 
ported a billin the House providing that 
Overseers of the Poor of a town of less 
‘than 3000 inhabitants may, and of a city 
or town of more than 3000 shall, require 
any person applying for and receiving food 
or lodging on premises provided by the 
city or town, to perform a reasonable 
amount of labor in return therefor. 


—The House of Representatives says the 
Beverly Citizen, has passed a stringent 
Sunday law, which will kill Sunday 
concerts of the Boston kind and close up 
stores of nearly all kinds—if enforced. 


—Notwithstanding the business de- 
pression and the rapid extension of 
electric roads, the construction of new 
steam railwsy track promises to be fairly 
large; enough new mileage has been pro- 
jected to insure the construction of some- 
thing like 2030 miles during the current 
year. Last year’s construction failed to 
reach even 2000 miles. 


—The Atlanta Exposition Exhibit that 
is planned to show the advance made by 
the colored race in 30 years of freedom, 
promises to be most notable, The negroes 
wanted such a department at the World’s 
Fair, but were denied that opportunity to 
combfne their exhibit, and they propose to 
give this exhibition at Atlanta, The dis- 
play will probably surprise those who have 
never studied the negro race seriously. 
From slavery to a citizenship that holds 
taxable property valued at $40,000,000 
marks a great stride in intellectual and 
material progress.— Boston Record. 


—That new two-cent postage stamp has 
been the cause of complaint on the part 
of business men from the outset on ac- 
count of its inferior quality; but it is 
now discovered that it has been easily 
counterfeited, and that the country is 
flooded with remarkably skilful and ac- 
curate counterfeits. The government has 
already been defrauded of many thousands 
of dollars, and it is believed that the only 
remedy is the cancellation of the present 
issue and the adoption of a new design. 
Let us hope that the new stamp will be 
printed on better material.— Boston 
Record. 

—The Mexican Village to be constructed 
at the Cotton States and International 
Exposition, will cover nearly three acres of 
ground and will cost many thousand 
dollars. It will be a characteristic and 
pic' uresque representation of Mexican life, 
cowprising scenes between Yucatan and 
the Rio Grande, a representation of San 
Jose mission, the Portales de Merced, 
copied from those on the Z coco, City of 
Mexico. A coffse plantation, on a smal! 
scale will be in operation, and the methods 
of gathering and curing the berries will be 
shown. There will be a Mexican theatre, 
Mexican acrobats, and all sorts of Mexican 
amusements. The village was planned by 
a gentleman who spenta long time in 
Mexico. 


—During the past two or three weeks 
the price of kerosene has advanced some- 
thing like three cents a gallon. 


—Over a million Easter lilies were sold 
in New York city last week. 


—The petitions to the Legislature for 
increase of official salaries, were success- 
ful until they reached the Governor's desk, 
and then his intelligent peu crossed them 
allout. Gov. Greenhalge shows his exe- 
cutive ability in many ways, and is very 
popular with all classes. These efforts to 
purge the state by increased salaries ought 
to stop right where they are and not oblige 
the Governor to use his refusal. They 
have all had milk enough.—Whilman 
Times. 


—To get some very late strawberries, the 
Massachusetts Ploughman says set plants 
of a late variety like Parker Earle, on 
moist, rich loam, manure very heavily to 
produce a big growth of vines, and apply 
the winter mulch after the ground freezes 
and leave it on the bed until late in spring. 
All these means retard the crop, and, if 
the season is not extremely dry, there will 
be a large supply of berries nearly ali 
through July. 


—The decision of the U. S. Supreme 
court in regard to the constitutionality of 
the income tax law has been made public.

Lawns and Their Care. 


Much labor and money is expended in 
this particular line of ornameuting grounds 
with little or no satisfactory result. Ip 
the first place, people generally have a 
wrong idea of the amount of seed to sow, 
many being governed by the way in which 
farmers sow it. I wish to say that this is a 
great mistake, for there is a vast difference 
between sowing seed to havea nice matted 
lawn and sowing seed merely to raise hay 
as farmers do. Many people sow from two 
or three quarts where they should bave 
sowed a peck of seed. In seeding down a 
lawn with the calculation of getting a 
thickly matted sod on quickly, it is of vast 
importance to sow the seed thickly and 
evenly over the whole surface, leaving a 
space vot larger than a five cent nickel for 
a weed to come up. Ualess one seed lies 
on top of the other it is not too thick. 
Seed sown in this way, when it sprouts fil's 
the ground so compactly with its very 
fibrous roots that everything of a coarser 
nature is sure to b2 choked out, but it is 
important to keep the grass cut short, for 
the third or fourth cutting, with your 
mower extra sharp, as the grass blades are 
so young and tender there is danger of a 
dull mower pulling it up by the roots, no 
matter what the weather may be. 
the grass closely cut. A lawn may be 
easily ruined and run out in a short time if 
allowed to run up and turn yellow at the 
bottom and mouldy, in which case the 
surface soil gets sour; hence, weeds and 
sour grass very soon take the place of the 
grass. Too much shade or cold and damp 
land will get grass sour and often green 
mould will form on the surface.—R. L 
Woodward,

HBousehold Receipts. 


Cup Custarps. Bake, in cups, mix- 
ture: three beaten eggs, two and one-half 
cupfuls of milk, six teaspoonfuls of sugar, 
one-half a saltspoonful of salt, beaten well 
together. Sprinkle nutmeg over in cups. 


Snow Bauts. Make cake of one and 
one-half cupfuls of powdered sugar, sifted’ 
six times, one cupful of milk, one and one- 
half teaspoonfuls of baking powder, one 
pint of flour sifted six times, five table- 
spoonfuls of melted butter. When cold 
cut away all crust, cut in squares, dip, all 
over, in boiled icing and then grated 
cocoanut. 


CompounD Puppinc. Half pint each 
of stale bread and cake crumbs, one cupful 
of sugar, one quart of milk, yolks of four 
eggs, grated rind of one lemon, butter the 
size of a walnut, all baked in a deep dish. 
When brown cover with jelly or jam and 
that with meringue of the whites of eggs, 
and brown. 


ScRAMBLED Eoes with Gravy. To 
six eggs take a tablespoonfal of butter and 
three tablespoonfuls of nice gravy.

Butter a small, deep 
dish well and spread the bottom with 
bread-ciumbs moistened with milk to 
which a little melted butter has been 
added. Put upon this a thin layer of finely 
chopped ham, set in the oven till very hot. 
Beat six eggs thoronghly, season with 
pepper and salt, stir in two tablespoonfuls 
of rich milk or thin cream with a spoonful 
of melted butter, and pour overthe ham. 
Put the dish back into the oven uncovered 
and bake till the eggs are set, which will 
be in about five minutes. 


Watermelons. 


The prospects are good for a large melon 
crop this summer if the reports from the 
south count for anything. One town, 
Monticello, Georgia, is reported as selling 
52,000 pounds of seeds up to date, An- 
other grocer says he has sold $1500 worth 
this month. Melons are easy to raise; all 
that is necessary is to plow the ground, 
plant the seeds and keep the weeds down, 
and then pick tbe melons when ripe. The 
first melons in the market bring fancy 
prices for the producer, a single melon 
selling at from fifteen to twenty cents each 
or $200 a car load. Later in the season 
the farmers are glad to get $25 a car load. 
The cost of raising is about fifteen or 
twenty dollars an acre, while the receipts 
are two or three hundred dollars per acre.

FARMER JOHN, 


Old John Sanbourn—“ Farmer John” 
his neighbors called him—was an energetic 
and successful farmer in the great wooded 
belt of Central Wisconsin.

Flowers, 


Any lover of flowers may have their 
grounds a bower of loveliness at very little 
cost—that is money outlay—of course it 
costs constant care. Very few flowers but 
will respond freely to proper treatment, 

For the benefit of those who have had 
but little experience in raising flowers from 
seed we will mention some varieties that 
give satisfaction and the care necessary for 
best results. One of the most popular an- 
nuals is the pansy. It needs a rather 
shady situation. I have found the east 
side of the house a good place. An 
authority says the finest exhibition flowers 
are growo where the plants have sunshine 
from morning till night; the plants are 
more stocky, last longer and do not be- 
come spindling. Plant early in boxes in 
the house orin a hot bed if early blooms 
are desired, When about an inch high 
transplant, setting plants about five or six 
inches apart. Seeds may be sown late in 
the summer for next year’s blooms, and as 
the young plants are hardy, a little pro- 
tection will carry them through the winter, 


and give a profusion of blooms early in the | 


spring. 

After planting the seed firm the ground 
by pressing down witha board and keep 
the soil, which must be rich, damp by 
sprinkling daily. 

Verbenas are easily started either in the 
house or out of doors, require rich mellow 
soil and plenty of sunshine and moisture. 
They give an abundance of bloom and 
amply repay one for the care bestowed on 
them. 

The sweet pea is a general favorite, and 
deservedly so. A good deep, rich soil— 
not manured, because the strong manure 
would injure their tender roots—is neces- 
sary and the peas should be planted about 
four inches deep in the place they are 
intended to fill. Supply safficient sup- 
porters and when your blossoms come 
gather them liberally. The 
pluck the more they'll yield. 

Nasturtiums must not be omitted from 
your list. Plant it in the open border after 
danger from frost is past. Work the soil 
deep aud have it rich, Give the plant 
plenty of room and support for the vines 
to run upon, 

The old fashioned poppy is again coming 
into favor, They area showy flower, and 
as they cannot be easily transplanted, sow 
the seed where you wish them to grow. 

Sweet alyssum and candytuft yield an 
abundance of sweet blossoms and if picked 
closely will bloom all summer. 

For the housewife who has not the time 
to devote to annuals there are many shrubs 
and bulbs that can almost take care of 
themselves, There are many varieties of 
the iris, or as we children call them, flags, 
lilies, narcissus, hyacinths, crocuses, tulips 
and other bulbs that come up year after 
year, are perfectly hardy and bloom freely. 
‘Such shrubs as the lilac, rose, honeysuckle, 
clematis, peonies, deutzia, spiraea, syringa, 
etc., will be a source of pleasure during 
the entire summer.

Town Improvement Associations. 

The Town improvement association has 
come to stay, for some time at least, in 
many suburban towns, There is no or- 
ganization of women more useful in its 
work nor more helpful to a community. 
What it undertakes to do may be expressed 
as housekeeping extended, and its demands 
fit in with facility to the ordinary daties of 
women. That the home is neat and well- 
ordered, and that its sanitary arrange- 
ments are beyond criticism, is expected of 
pevery housekeeper; but that the street 
upon which she lives, or the avenues 
through which she passes, can have any 
claim upon her time and attention, appears 
to many a novel idea of her prerogative. 

Public opinion is turning favorably in 
this direction, and many women are found 
able and willing to give at least a modicum 
of time to this work of town-keeping, 
while their usefulness at home is not at 
all impaired, 

This 
though 


organization, purely voluntary, 
regularly incorporated, does 
some of its best work by first creating a 
public sentiment in favor of needed re- 
forms, It has no authority, unless we 
recognize the sovereignty that right al- 
ways exercises over wrong. The keen ob- 
servation of what should be done, and the 
diligence with which the need is presented 
to the proper authorities, have usually won 
into sympathy those having charge of town 
affairs, and who are glad to avail them- 
| selves of this etlicient co-operation. 

Upon committees devolve the details 
and divisions of labor. ‘These vary as cir- 
cumstances require. In one association 
there are seven committees working along 
different lines. Of these, the one known 
as the Street-cleaning Committee has had 
a task delicate to perform and almost her- 
culean in extent. No other branch of the 
work has called for more tact and patience; 
it included the byway as well as the high- 
way, and as the condition of the first-men- 
tioned was often the result of private 
negligence, the work became difficult. The 
neat appearance of the streets and their 
almost entire redemption from shabbiness 
are the result of the labor performed by 
these faithful women. 

An interesting task has been alloted the 
Committee on the Preservation of Nat- 
tural Beauty, Many trees, through the 
work done by these women, have had their 
lives prolonged by this timely interference 
of friends. The call has not been to the 
woodman to “‘spare that tree,’’ but to the 
trench-digger and the street-widener as he 
hacked needlessly at the exposed roots, 
while the rebuke has been given the mis- 
chievous boy who stripped the bark from 
its trunk, 

What has been undertaken by these 
“women is impossible for men to attempt, 
absorbed as they necessarily are in the de- 
mands of business and the required ab- 
sence from home,

AN ORDINANCE 
DEFINING THE DUTIES OF THE 
CITY SOLICITOR. 

Be it ordained by the City Council of Quincy, 

as follows: 


Sxction 1. The City Solicitor shall have 
charge of the Law Department. 

Section 2. The City Solicitor shall com- 
mence and prosecute all actions, suits and 
other legal proceedings founded upon any 
claim, demand, right or privilege of sai 
city when required or ordered so to do by the 
Mayor; he shall also appear in defence in 
any action, suit or proceeding which may be 
brought against said city, or any of its 
officers in their official capacity, or wherein 
any right, privilege, property, estate, act or 
franchise of said city may be affected or 
brought into question, before any court, 
board of commissioners, or committee of the 
general court of this Commonwealth. He 
shall try and argue all cases and actions, 
suits and proceedings, but shall not by 
agreement for judgment or otherwise settle 
or compromise apy action, suit, claim or pro- 
cess in which said city shall be interested if 
any sum of money exceeding One Hundred 
Dollars, exclusive of costs, is to be paid by 
said city in consequence of such setilement, 
or if the ameunt to be received is more than 
one hundred dollars less than the amount 
claimed by said city, without prev ously 
reporting the terms of such settlement to 
the Mayor and receiving authority from 
him to conclude the same. 

He shall prepare all legal instruments 
which may be required of him by the Mayor 
and shall when requested by the Mayor 
or by the City Council or by the heads of 
any of the depar' ments of the city, furnish a 
written opinion on any legal question which 
may be submitted to him in writing in regard 
to the duties of their respective offices. 

The City Solicitor shall not be required to 
go into the criminal court to prosecute any 
criminal complaints witbout extra compensa- 
tion, said compensation to be fixed by the 
Mayor. 

He shall upon request of the Mayor, the 
City Council, or any administrative board of 
the city having the matter in charge, exam- 
ine the title of any real estate in which the 
city has or is proposing to acquire an inter- 
est; but he shall receive extra compensa- 
tion for the same, said compensation to be 
fixed by the Mayor. 

Section 3, The City Solicitor shall in- 
vestigate the facts in relation to accidents 
reported to him by the Chief of Police or 
any other city official and shall keep a record 
of the same, together with the names and 
addresses of the w-tnesses, and may incur 
any reasonable expense in doing the same, 
provided that ali bills contracted by him 
shall be subject to the approval of the 
Mayor.

AN ORDINANCE 
RELATING TO THE REMOVAL OF 
SNOW AND ICE BY STREET 
RAILWAY COMPANIES FROM THEIR 
TRACKS.

The City Council had but little business 
on hand Monday night and it was trans- 
acted in less than half an hour. Majority 
and minority reports on feasibility of re- 
modeling City Hall failed to provoke dis- 
cussion and the matter was indefinitely 
postponed.

A communication was received from the 
Mayor appointing Francis A. Spear as 
sealer of weights and measures and he was 
confirmed by the Council, 

Several petitions for minor licenses were 
received and referred to Committee on 
Licenses. 

Reports of Committee. 

The Committee on Public Buildings re- 
ported an order appropriating $1,015.01 to 
be expended by the Commissioner of 
Public Works in grading and setting edge- 
stones on the High School lot. To Com- 
mittee on Finance, 

A majority of the Committee on Public 
Buildings reported ought not to pass on 
order appropriating $250 for plans for re- 
modelling City Hall. 

Councilman Shackley offered a minority 
report, that the order ought to pass. 

The minority report was rejected bya 
vote of 13 to 5, and the majority report 
was accepted. 

The Committee on Streets reported an 
order appropriating $4,100, orie-half of 
which to be assessed upon abutters, for 
watering the following streets from April 
30 to Nov. 8: Hancock, Washington, 
School to Franklin, Franklin to Inde- 
pence avenue, Water, Copeland, Crescent, 
Willard from Copeland to Milton line, 
Granite to Quarry, Adams to Whitwell, 
Chestnut to Foster, Foster, Temple, Elm, 
and Newport avenue between Beale and 
Brooks streets. To Committee on Finance. 

Tbe Committee on Streets reported leave 
to withdraw on petitions relati: g to accept- 
ance, laying ont, etc., of the following 
streets: Glencoe place, Holmes and Mos- 
cow streets, part of Broadway, Madison 
street, Glover and California avenues. 
Adopted, 

The same committee reported on order 
granting DeBoni Brothers permission to 
run a guy wire across Kent street, which 
was passed to be ordained under suspen- 
sion of the rules, 

The Committee on Lights reported an 
order changing the tbree are lights on 
Adams street between Whitwell street and 
Furnace brook to incandescents. Ordered 
to second reading. 

The Committee cn Lights on petition 
for oil light on Endicott street reported 
that it be established and that the Com- 
missioner take one of the old lamps that 
has been taken out and put it there. 

The order for the annual appropriations 
came up on its final reading and was passed 
to be ordained. 

The Committee reported ought not to 
pass on order for stoue crossings on Water 
and Willard streets but recommended that 
same to be put down by the Commissioner 
and charged to miscellaneous street 
expenses, Adopted. 

The order authorizing the Mayor to 
compromise the suits against the bonds- 
men of E. H. and I. H. Cushing fora sum 
not Jess than $5,000 was passed to be 
ordained. 

Councilman Bigelow offered the follow- 
ing order which was referred to the Com- 
mittee upon Fire Department and Police: 

ORDERED,—For the better police pro- 
tection, and the more efficient service after 
the arrest of drunken and viscious persons, 
the Commissioner of Public Works is 
authorized to submit plans and estimated 
cost of properly altering the stone hose 
house on Scbool street in Ward Oae into a 
Police station, with permanent wagon, 
horse and driver, said alteration to~ be 
acceptable to the Chief of Police and in 
accordance with his last annual report to 
his Honor the Mayor. 

Councilman Sprague offered an order 
appropriating $500 for building a wall in 
the rear of the Wollaston school. To 
Committee on Public Grounds. 

The order transfering $247.51 from 
unexpended balances of 1804 was advanced 
a stage. 

Adjourned at 8.05.

Past Sachem J. F. Gardner, as Great 
Mischinewa; and Past Sachem, Allison 
Sprague, as G. Guard of Wigwam. 

The tribe having been instituted, the fol- 
lowing were elected chiefs of the tribe for 
this term, and were raised to their stumps 
by the Great Senior Sagamore, as D. G. 8.

For the Patriot. 
Letter from State House. 


Boston, April 24, 1095. 

There is no doubt that the new charter 
for Boston which was reported in the 
senate, extending the term of the mayor 
to three years and making other material 
modification of the present system, will be 
passed by the legislature. 

The legislature this year has felt the 
consequences of the agitation last year 
against the American Bell telephone com- 
pany, but it does not appear that any act 
will be the outcome of it. Mr. Bliss of 
West Springfield has done what he could 
for his bill to tax the Bell company on the 
stock which it holds in sub-companies in 
other states, and which is taxed in those 
states, but the house was against the bill 
by a large majority. It was brought out 
during the debate that the Bell company 
paid $173,000 in taxes in Massachusetts 
last year, and that if Mr. Bliss’s bill 
passed, which would raise the tax to over 
$500,000 a year, the company would go out 
of the state. I: is known that the com- 
pany discussed seriously the question of 
leaving the state last year when it failed to 
get the desired bill for increase of capital 
siock, and very likely the Bell people do 
not feel that Massacbusetts is friendly to 
them. The bill for the establishment of a 
telephone commission found no favor at 
all with the house and was rejected with- 
out debate. 

‘The agitation over the hours of labor of 
railroad employes has come to an end this 
year; for, in view of the remonstrances 
by employes against the biil to limit their 
hours to 10 in a consecutive 11, both sides 
have agreed to substitute for it a resolve 
for an investigation of the question by the 
labor bureau, report to be made to the 
next legislature at not over $2,000 expense. 

The election of ex-Senator Shaw of 
Newburyport to be state treasurer in place 
of Col. Henry M. Phillips of Springfield, 
was decided at the republican caucus in 
the old house of representatives Tuesday 
noop, at which President Butler presided 
and Representative Kellogg of Fitchburg 
acted as secre'ary. The expectation, aside 
from the Shaw men, had been that Repre- 
sentative Hibbard of Boston would be the 
nominee, He led on the first vote, while 
Shaw was at the foot of the list, having 
64 to 65 for Senator Bradford of Spring- 
field. Five formal votes, after one in- 
formal, were necessary for a choice, and 
then Mr. Shaw had just the 104 necessary 
to secure the nomination. His nomination 
was due to the course of the Bradford 
men in going to him rather than to Hib- 
bard, where it bad been expected they 
would go. The large vote which Bradford 
bad at first makes it quite probable that he 
would have been nominated, had he en- 
tered the lists as soon as Mr, Hibbard, 
who was very early to take the field. Mr. 
Shaw has been in the house for four years 
and in the senate two years, all compara- 
tively recently, so that he is quite familiar 
with state legislation and knows much 
about the public finances. He is largely 
interested in street railways and owns 
stock in several companies in this and 
other states. 

It was useless, of course, for the demo- 
crats to put up any one for more than 
mere compliment, They held their caucus 
Wednesday noon, at which Mr. James H. 
Mellen of Worcester presided. Mr. W. F. 
Donovan of Boston nominated Hon. James 
H. Grinnell of Greenfield, who has been 
on the state ticket eo many times in one 
capacity or another that it does not look 
familiar with his name off. Senator Gil- 
bride of Suffolk seconded the nomination, 
and it was carried by acclamation without 
any speech-making. 

The great taxation contest of the year 
is over, and the two sides are in exactly 
the same position as they were when the 
session began. The senate has defeated 
by the large vote of 20 to 12 the bill to 
compel returns of personal property to be 
made for the sake vf taxation. It was 
felt that it was altogether too stiff a meas- 
ure which the people would not endure, 
and which would not add materially to the 
revenues of the state, while it would be 
pretty sure to drive out a great deal of 
property and some people, as has been the 
case already in some instances. This bill 
was in the interest of the real estate own- 
ers, as was supposed, and was supported 
by Mr. Bliss of West Spriugfield, who is 
the leader in the house on this side of the 
taxation question. It is also supported by 
the state grange and by the Equal Taxa- 
tion League. But they could not carry the 
senate and have apparently not made as 
strong an impression upon the legislature 
as they did last year, 

But the other side in the contest has 
had even worse luck. The Anti-Double 
Taxation League organized last fall for the 
sake of carrying through the legislature 
bills to exempt from double taxation stocks 
in trade for which money is owed, munici- 
pal bonds, stocks of foreign corporations, 
and incomes derived from property already 
paying taxes. The one petition of the 
league covered these four points, and the 
committee reported leave to withdraw on 
the petition, which of course carried the 
four measures with it. The chairman of 
the committee, Mr. Utley of Brookline, 
one of the dissenters, moved to substitute, 
in part, for the adverse report the bill to 
exempt stocks of goods in trade for which 
money is owed. He wanted to have all the 
four bills substituted in turn, without de- 
bate, and then have each measure debated 
on its merits when it came up separately. 
But the opposition would by no means 
consent to this, They insisted that the 
discussion would come on the question of 
substitution. As often happens, after the 
house has had all the talk it wants, the 
previous question was moved and carried, 
which brings the vote at once upon the 
main question, This was ruled to cover 
all four of the matters, as well as the one 
bill which was offered as a substitute. So 
that three of the measures were not de- 
bated at all aud the other was not dis- 
cussed at all on the favorable side. But 
the house was against it by 59 to 131, and 
on Wednesday refused reconsideration, So 
the matter is ended for this year, 

Tbe gypsy moth appropriation is going 
through the legislature up to its full size of 
$150,000, in spite of strong opposition by 
some of the senators, Messrs, Bill of 
Worcesterand Malone of Franklin were 
decidedly against tbe bill, the latter holding 
that it would be impossible to exterminate 
the moth. But the same ground was taken 
in the house and overridden tbere, just as 
it was in the senate by the positive assser- 
tionuf men who are supposed to know 
about such matters, that the moth could 
be absolutely exterminated. At any rate, 
the senate and house have both adopted 
that belief and the money is pretty sure 
to come out of the state treasury. This 
is an immense sum to pay for work which 
does not produce anything, but is only a 
protective measure. But, according to the 
best special information which the state 
can get, unless the money is appropriated 
liberally, there will be much larger bills to 
pay for the damage caused by the moth. 
It seems a heavy burden to put on the tax- 
payers, but it is expected to save a heavier 
one. 

The house has voted by 86 to 43 for the 
board of police bill for the city of Woburn, 
by which a commission of three is estab- 
lished to oversee a police force of six men. 
It would seem as if the people of Woburn 
must be very negligent of their political 
duties when matters have come to this 
pass. It is quite a different case from 
Boston, but the principle of state interven- 
tion has been applied in the same way. It 
would seem, after this, as if any city in the 
state might thus come under state regula- 
tion. RvLe.

Metropolitan Water. 


The Boston Advertiser says the state 
board of health, through its engineer, Mr. 
Stearns, has just completed an instructive 
and interesting estimate of the yearly cost 
of tbe proposed system to the cities and 
towns embraced in it, on the basis of their 
valuation, if the total amount of outstand- 
ing bonds for the cost of new works, of 
old works taken and of deferred payments 
of interest and sinking funds is assumed 
to be $25,000,000 and operating expenses 
are reckoned at $260,000, making the total 
yearly cost $1,322,500. The apportion- 
ment is based upon the valuations for 1894 
and the cost per inbabitant reckoned on 
the estimated population in 1900. 

Upon this basis, the annual cost to the 
city of Boston would be $1,007,500, or 
$1.78 per capita with a population of 566,- 
085. For Quincy the cost would be $18,- 
300; Malden, $24,000 ; Woburn, $10,300; 


Melrose, $10,800; Watertown, $8,900; 
Wakefield, $6,300; Stonebam, $4,400; 
Revere, $7,300; Arlington, $8,200; Mil 
ton, $20,300; Winthrop, $5,000 and Bel- 
mont, $8,900. For Somerville, Chelsea 
and Everett, which get their water now 
from Boston, the apportionment would be 
respectively $47,800, $24,000 and $13,600. 
Cambridge would be assessed for the water 
taken from the metropolitan system $60,- 
000 a year, Newton, $10,000, Brookline, 
$5,000, and Winchester, $1,000, the amount 
per capita for these four respectively being 
$.65, $.28, $.26 and 3.12. The engineer 
computes the rate per $1 of valuation at 
$.001 plus,

Increased County Tax, 


In the Legislature, Wednesday, the 
Commi:tee on County Estimates submitted 
a resolve fixing the tax of Norfolk County 
at $160,000, which is just the sum asked by 
the County Commissioners, and $10,000 
more than last year. 

The report causes surprise to those who 
made the fight against the expenditures of 
the present beard, and at the same time 
improves the chances of the Quincy court 
house bill. Had the committee failed to 
endorse the commissioners, they might 
also have refused to have entrusted them 
with the erection of a court house at Quin- 
cy. 

It will be remembered that the Quincy 
court house bill, authorizing the erection 
of a $70,000 building at Quincy, was fa- 
vorably reported some weeks ago, but there 
it stopped. 

It was reported that it had been tabled 
pending a movement in Quincy to remodel 
City Hall, which contemplated quarters 
for the district court. But the City Coun- 
cil has refused to appropriate money for 
plans for remodeling City Hall, and it 
comes back to the origina! question: Shall 
acourt house be erected at Quincy? Ic 
would not bea surprise if the bill was 
taken from the table and passed. 

The grants are compared in the summary 
below with the population of 1890 given in 
thousands, and the valuation of 1892 given 
in millions, It will be noticed that the 
county tax in most counties is Jess than $1 
per capits, and that without exception they 
raise more than $1 per $1,000 of valuation. 

Upon the population basis the Norfolk 
county tax should be less than $118,000; 
on the valuation basis it might be over 
$161,000. Norfolk is a small county 
but includes the rich towns of Brookline 
and Mil‘on.

—A new industry has sprung up in Ply- 
mouth, Men go down on the flats at low 
tide and gather the cockles, which are a 
salt water snail, and sell them to the fisher- 
men for bait at forty cents a bucket. 


—Melville Garden, Hingham, will be 
formally opened Saturday, June 15. Mr. 
Scudder has engaged Edmands’ band for 
dancing and many of the old and popular 
attaches of this popular summer resort will 
be retained. The grounds will be open on 
Memorial day as in former years. 


—The Franklin Sentinel says, ‘‘ The air 
is redolent just now with the usual! spring 
odors, bonfires by day, and skunks by 
night.”” Delightful. 


—Randolph, Whitman, Weymouth, Hol- 
brook and Quincy will be represented in 
the Old Colony base ball league this 
season, 


—Onur neighboring village, South Wey- 
mouth, is in rare luck. The late John S. 
Fogg bequeathed $50,000 for a public 
library. The money bas just been handed 
over to the trustees, who have invested it 
in mortgage bonds and other securities. 
They intend to erect a $20,000 stone build- 
ing. It will be located in the centre of the 
village, and will be a valuable addition to 
the town. Ground will probably be broken 
within a year. 


—The Rockland House at Nantasket 
Beach is reported to be sold to Mr. Henry 
Norwell of Boston. The hotel will be 
managed by Mr. Amos Whipple, formerly 
of the Thorndike. The price paid for the 
property is said to have been $ti0,000. 


—The Myles Standish band will dis- 
course music at Hotel Nantasket this 
season, under direction of Mr. C. H.

—The income tax law, as interpreted 
under the recent decision of the supreme 
court, operates peculiarly, to say the least, 
in many instances. One example is quoted 
of a man with a total income of $112,100 
last year, all but $5,600 of which came 
from rents, bonds, etc., such as are 
exempt from taxation under the ruling of 
the court. As $4000 of the $5600 is also 
exempt by the provisions of the law, the 
man will only bave to pay the tax on 
$1600, or $32. But for the court’s decision 
he would have been taxed $2162, 


—The move of the common council, to 
try to secure dollar gas for Somerville, is 
one which should be backed to the fullest 
extent by every citizen. The argument 
that what other cities have Somerville 
should have is a sound one, as the com- 
panies supplying Somerville with gas are 
operated no less advantageously than that 
which supplies dollar gas to Boston, The 
introduction of electricity has helped 
rather than injured the gas business and 
the reduction in price of gas to a dollar 
will lead to increased consumption which, 
we believe, will more than offset the loss 
incident to the reduction of rate.—Somer- 
ville Journal, 


—The allegation is that in Norwich, Ct., 
there is a fad for getting along without 
breakfasts. The reports neglect to say 
whether the followers of this fad are act- 
uated by a desire to try new health laws 
or by inability to buy over two meals a 
day. 

—When the Louisiana avenue soup 
house closed Saturday night it had been 
open just 55 days, in which time 120,000 
meals were furnished to the hungry poor 
of Washington, D.C. It is safe to say 
that no similar amount of business can be 
shown by any other restaurant in the city. 
During the blizzard week in February the 
soup house dispensed over 19,000 quarts of 
soup to its patrons, and the remarkable 
thing about the institution is it has cost in 
a direct oatlay of cash only the smal! sum 
of $7.—Dedham Transcript. 


—aAn exchange says business is ‘ look- 
up.”’ It can’t well look otherwise, so long 
as it is fat on its back, as it has been for 
the past two years. We are glad, how- 
ever, to hear that there are indications of 
an improvement.— Mansfield News.

Planting Sweet Peas. 


To get the best results with sweet peas 
they should be planted early. Other 
things being equal, they will do best if 
planted io the fall, There are often diffi- 
culties, however, in doing this, and gener- 
ally planting is left until spring. There 
should be an ample root growth before the 
heat of summer comes, When the spring 
is late and preparations for planting are 
necessarily delayed until the last of April, 
or even until May, the warm weather 
comes oD so soon that the plants rush into 
bloom without sufficient roots to maintain 
them at a high standard. While the 
weather is mild and open during winter it 
is best to take advantage of it to get the 
seeds in. They should be sown witha 
liberal hand, as one can never have too 
many of them, as they can be used for 80 
many purposes, are always acceptable, and 
never out of place. The demand for this 
flower has become so great that it has 
stimulated the production and the seeds 
are now offered at a price never before 
heard of. It is a good plan to sow them 
thickly in long rows in the kitchen garden 
and thus have all one can use.—Vick's 
Magazine.

Tin Cans and Old Shoes. 


On every dumping ground where the 
city contractors of Brooklyn place their 
ashes, one may see constantly Italians 
working hard leveling the heaps, as load 
after load is deposited, and carefully 
placing the tomato cans and other cast-off 
pieces of tiuware in piles by themselves, 
The contractors do not object if the house- 
holders put old cans among the ashes, for 
this insures a careful leveling by the 
Italians at the dumping grounds at no ex- 
pense to the contractors. 

The revenue from these cans that are 
collected by the hundreds and thousands 
is a matter of surprise to most persons, A 
two-horse load brings from $6 to $8. It 
takes several days of hard work to get a 
big wagon load, but the Italians don’t 
seem to mind the labor of it, for there is 
money immediately in sight as the piles of 
tin cans grow. They watch jealously their 
picking grounds, and sometimes make 
special arrangements with the contractors 
for the privilege of scraping and raking the 
ash heaps over. 

The tin cans are sold to men with fur- 
naces, who place them in a big caldron, 
aud under a slow fire melt the tin and 
solder and run that part off for future use 
and sale. Almost all the tin and solder is 
saved by this process, anJ is salable for use 
in making more cans for preserving vegeta- 
bles. 

The heat is then made intense, and the 
iron that remains is melted and cast into 
sash weights, The demand for these old 
cans is said to be greater than the supply, 
and one of the most valuable of the scay- 
enger privileges that the Italians in large 
cities assume is that of working over an 
ash dump. 

The Italians also collect 
leather in heaps.

How to Hang Window 


Shades, 


In replacing a window shade that has 
been torn from the roller, use nothing but 
one-ounce tacks; longer tacks injure the 
spring. 

Always fasten the round-hole brackets 
on the right-hand side of the window. 
Always place the roller in the bracket with 
the shade rolled up. 

To strengthen the spring, draw the shade 
down a few revolutions, remove the roller 
from the brackets, roll up the shade 
replace. 


and 


If the spring is too strong, remove the 
roller from the brackets with the shade 
rolled up, unroll a few turns and replace. 

If the shade is tacked on properly it will 
hapvg toward the window. 

To fit a shade to a window with inside 
shutters, measure the inside moulding next 


| to the shutters. 


To shorten a roller for the window with 
inside shutters, measure from the tip on 
the spring shade and allow half an inch 
for the roller end; it will then roll freely in 
the brackets. 

Always see that the rolleris cut true, 
and that the roller end is free from im- 
perfections arising from casting. 

To properly wind a spring roller for 
ordinary length shades, fifteen or sixteen 
revolutions are sufficient. 

In mounting a shade on a spring roller, 
place the spring end to the left,

Large Bequest to Library. 


The will of Mrs. Thomas Crane of Stam- 
ford, Conn., and New York, has a pleasant 
surprise for Quincy, which is already grate- 
fal to her late husband for a beautiful 
library building. The generous gift was 
wholly unexpected. Mrs. Crane has 
evinced a great interest in Quincy since the 
erection of the library building, and now 
comes an endowment of $20,000 anda de- 
sire that half the residue go also to the 
Thomas Crane Public Library. A dis- 
patch from New York to the Journal says: 

The will of Clarissa L. Crane, widow of 
Thomas Crane, a granite dealer, who died 
on April 22 last, was filed for probate here 
today. Mrs. Crane left real estate of the 
value of $277,500 and personal property 
estimated to be worth $132,000. She 
appoints as her executors her son, Albert 
Crane, and George Hill, Henry E. How- 
land, Edgar Lockwood, Geo. W. Murray, 
Albert B. Otis and Ezra Foristall of 
Boston ; D. J. Smith Dodge, Jr., of Stam- 
ford Conn., and Eugene C. Skinner of 
Detroit, 

The will makes charitable bequests ag- 
gregating more than $56,000, including the 
following: To the Trustees of the Thomas 
Crane Public Library of Quincy, Mass., 
which was built by Mrs, Crane and her 
sons, $20,000; to the Chapin Home for the 
Aged and Infirm of this city, $10,000; New 
York State Auxiliary to the Women’s Na- 
tional Relief Association (Blue Anchor 
Society), $5000; Connecticut Universalist 
Convention, $1000; Women’s Centennary 
Association, founded by women of the 
Universalist Church, $1000; New York 
Universalist Relief Fund, of which Thomas 
Crane was treasurer for many years, $5000; 
Universalist General Convention, 3300; 
Universalist church in Stamford, Conn., 
$1000; Rev. Eugene M, Grant, pastor of 
the Universalist church in Stamford, Conn., 
$1000. 

There are a number of bequests to rela- 
tives and friends, The son, Albert Crane, 
is given all the real estate in Stamford, 
Conn., and all his mother’s personal effects 
not otherwise disposed of. He is also given 
one-half of the residue of the estate, and 
the other half is held in trust for him, and 
he is given power to dispose of it by will, 
but his former wife, Helen M. Crane, is not 
to share in any portion of it.

The Late Mr. Stetson,

Cause for Rejoicing. 


Twenty thousand dollars for our pub- 
lic library and fifteen acres for park purposes 
is the good news for Quincy this week. 
The former the gift of the late Mrs. Thomas 
Crane, is reported elsewhere in this issue. 
In bis arguments before the commissioners 
on parks in Boston this week, City Solici- 
tor Blackmur s‘ated that fifteen acres 
adjoining Merry Mount park, had this 
week been donated the city. Investigation 
reveals the fact that Charles Francis Adams 
had purchased Pine Island, so called, 
northeast of the park, and bas drawn a 
deed presenting it to the city for park pur- 
poses. It is probably the wish of Mr. 
Adams to develope the boulevards and bay 
shore reservations contemplated in the re- 
port of the park commissioners of Quincy 
in 1892, to be found in the City Book for 
that year. After Quincy has done what it 
cao, the Metropolitan Park Commissioners 
may ex'end boulevards from the Blue Hills 
to Merry Mount park and along the shores 
of Quincy bay, both to Houghs Neck and 
Squantum. There should be cause for 
rejoicing in Quincy. 


The Art Poster Show. 


The coming Poster Show which is to be 
held in the chapel of the Unitarian church, 
Quincy, for the benefit of the Quincy City 
Hospital, promises to be a great success 
from an artistic standpoint, and it is to be 
hoped also from a financial one. The 
collection which the committee propose to 
exhibit wiil have the distinction of being 
quite the best which has yet been shown 
in this country. It will contain notable 
examples of the work of the leading 
American, French and English artists. 
Cheret, Grasset, Steinlen, Lantree, Pen- 
field, Carqueville, Hardy, Beardsley and 
many others will be represented. 

Few things bave been more hideous in 
times past than the display of posters on 
bill boards. But of late years the advance 
in artistic character bas been very marked, 
an inevitable tendency to an appreciation 
of the importance of design in all depart- 
ments of industrial preduction. 

An exhibition of this kind must exert a 
a very material influence in teaching those 
who visit it to observe and take note of 
things as they go about the streets, and to 
give more weight to the artistic elements in 
objects of common utility. 

Miss Irene Weir, a talented artist of 
Boston, bas kindly volunteered to give an 
informal talk on posters next Tuesday 
evening at eight o'clock. It will no doubt 
be interesting and we besp2ak for her a 
hearty reception. 


Fatal Quarry Accident. 

A shocking and fatal accident occurred 
at the quarry of C. H. Hardwick & Co., 
Tbursday, by which a young man in the 
prime of life was killed and an estimable 
young lady, a bride of but a few months, 
became a widow. 

The unfortunate young man was Duncan 
Kerr, and at the time of the accident he 
stood on the platform in front of the pol- 
ishing shop, guiding a block of granite 
which was being hoisted. 

Suddenly be lost his balance and fell 
headlong into the quarry striking on the 
rocks seventy-five feet below. 

Willing bands rushed to his assistance 
but they could render no aid as life had 
departed. 

He was removed to Hall's undertaking 
rooms where it was found his skull had 
been fractured on the left side, his neck 
broken and his left leg broken. 

He was 28 years of age and resided at 128 
Water street. When the news was broken 
to bis wife she was almost heartbroken and 
ber sorrow was pitiful.

Park Assessments. 


Messrs. Clifford, Harriman and Richard- 
son, the commission appointed to appor- 
tion the cost and maintenance of the Metro- 
politan park among the severai cities and 
towns, visited Quincy Monday at the re- 
quest of City Solicitor Blackmur to view the 
character of the land taken in Quincy and 
the approaches to the park. Accom- 
panying the commission was Secretary 
Carruth of the Park Commissioners. 

The commission arrived on the 1.33 
train and were met by Mayor Hodges, City 
Solicitor Blackmur and Herbert T. 
Whitman. 

Carriages were immediately taken and 
when the party arrived at the reservation 
they were joined by Judge Asa French of 
Braintree and Louis A. Cook of Weymouth. 

The inspection lasted an hour or more 
after which the commissioners went on to 
Hyde Park. 

City Solicitor Blackmur, in his argument 
before the commissioners to apportion the 
cost and maintenance of the Metropolitan 
park system, said that land assessed for 
$75,875 bas been taken for the Blue Hills 
reservation. The area taken was 2,529 
acres, about 27 per cent. of the total tax- 
able area. Quincy already maintains 157 
acres of park land, including Merry Mount 
and Faxon park, and five playgrounds, 
and within three years has expended 
$50,000 for playgrounds. The view from 
the playground on Third Hill is equal to 
any to be obtained from Blue Hill.

Freight Bills Overpaid. 


Last week the PATRIOT was aware 
that Harry H. Safford, recently station 
agent, or really freight agent, at Quincy 
Adams was under a cloud, and that he bad 
been removed from the employ of the N. 
Y., N. H. & H. R. R. Developments 
show that he has collected more than he 
sbould on certain freight. 

Up to a few weeks ago Safford had been 
employed at the Quincy Adams station, 
and has forwarded and received considera- 
ble freight, few stations on the road doing 
a larger freight business. 

For some time past Malnati Bros. have 
been aware that their freight bills were 
larger than they should be, and sought 
legal advice of Lawyer McAnarney, who 
advised them to obtain an Italian ac- 
countant, This they did and things were 
discovered to be wrong. 

The officials of the New York, New 
Haven and Hartford railroad were notified, 
but they took no notice of it. After waiting 
a reasonable time and receiving no reply, 
Mr. McAnarney threatened suit, which re- 
sulted in the road taking some action. 

Safford was transferred to the South 
Boston station and the road sent out an 
auditor, who took Malnati Bros.’ receipts 
and went over Safford’s books and dis- 
covered that the firm had overpaid $200. 

Safford was thereupon discharged and a 
formal demand made upon him for the 
money. 

Mr. Safford was seen on Tuesday by a 
representative of the Parrior and asked 
if he desired to make any statement. He 
replied that he did uot. He thought the 
Boston papers had used him unfairly. It 
was only a little matter anyway. He had 
placed his case in the hands of counsel and 
after the matter had been compromised he 
might say something.

Harry W. Howarth, the tonsorial artist 
at South Quincy, bas had an experience 
with servant girls obtained from the State 
Board of Charity which will last him a life 
time, 

About three weeks ago Mr. and Mrs. 
Howarth obtained a good looking girl from 
the above board about 16 years of age who 
answered to the given name of Rose and 
an unopronounceable surname. The girl 
was duly installed in their home on South 
street and everything was apparently 
running smootbly, but Monday Mrs, 
Howarth went away leaving the charming, 
blushing Rose in charge. This was 
evidently the opportunity for Rose, for 
immediately upon Mrs. Howarth's de- 
parture Rose proceeded to attire herself 
in Mrs. Howarth’s clothing taking a com- 
plete outfit of underclothing as well as a 
new dress, hat, etc. This would have 
satisfied an ordinary person but Rose was 
not satisfied and she therefore completed 
the outfit by adorning herself with a gold 
watch, 

She was now ready to start but being 
short of funds she skirmished about and 
succeeded in obtaining about $5 in money. 
She then sallied forth and her first stop 
was at the Quincy depot where she put the 
flaishing touches upon her hair using the 
railroad’s looking glass. 

Having completed her toilet she took the 
electric car for Boston and occupied her 
spare time between Quincy and Neponset 
in trying to make an impression on the 
conductor. Constable Furnald succeeded in 
locating Miss Rose, and on Thursday he 
arrested her at Plymouth. It was a good 
catch as he recovered all the stolen proper- 
ty. Rose Hamerle was brought before the 
Quincy court on Friday morning. The 
goods were worth $80. 


Railroad Men Here. 2 


Superintendent J. C. Sanborn and 
general freight agent C. Peter Clark of the 
New York, New Haven and Hartford rail- 
road passed the day in Quincy recently as 
the guests of Superintendent Anderson of 
the Quincy Quarry Co. The morning was 
devoted to an inspection of the quarries in 
the North Common and of the facilities at 
Quincy Adams, After dinner the guests 
were driven via, Goffe and Adams streets 
to Milton hill and then to West Quincy de- 
pot. At this point locomotive 774 was 
boarded for a trip over the Quarry railroad, 
where visits were made to several quarries 
along the line. The visitors returned to 
West Quincy at 4 30 and left for home at 
5p. mM. from Quincy station. The object 
of this trip was to obtain a thorough in- 
sight into the needs of the granite industry 
of the city as regards good facilities for 
loading and transportation both at Quincy 
Adams and West Quincy. 


The Holden Will Allowed. 
he will of the late Mrs. Submit D. 
Holden, one of the best-known and most 
prominent women of Quincy, has finally 
been allowed by the supreme court, Mrs. 
Holden died May 28, 1893, at the age of 88, 
and her will was contested by her son, who 
died suddenly last January. The estate 
has been in litigation ever since Mrs. 

The will was sustained 
by the probate court a year ago, and an 
appeal was taken tothe supreme court, 
but the contestants withdrew befere the 
date of trial. The will contained no 
public bequests, the estate being divided 

among Mrs. Holden's three children.

Already a large number of gentlemen 
have signified their intention of not only 
joining the club, but have offered to do all 
in their power to promote its success, and 
it behooves every citizen of Quiucy to do 
likewise, 

The illustrations accompanying this 
article are kindly loaned by the Boston 
Globe. 

Many have recently had an opportunity 
to view the mansion on President’s hill, 
recently vacated by Charles Francis Adams, 
and have admired it greatly. The follow- 
ing description is from the Herald: 

The mansion contains 24 rooms, finished 
in hardwood, with a commodious stable 
adjacent. 

There is a tennis court on the wide lawns 
in front of the house and golf links in the 
rear. 

The main entrance to the mansion opens 
into a high studded hall. The entrance to 
the main room is on the right of the hall, 
{n this room, which is finished in antique 
oak, there is a large open fireplace on the 
south side. The wainscoting and ceiling 
are massive panel work of the 16th century 
style, and the attractiveness of the room is 
enhanced by the light falling through a 
beautiful stained glass window at one end. 

Oo the left of the main hall there is a 
large reception room, connected with 
which there is a handsomely finished 
room, formerly used by Mr. Adams as 
a library. 

China closets, butlers’ pantries and 
other convenient lockers abound on all 
of the floors. 

A commodious and _ well-appointed 
kitchen is located at the rear of the first 
floor. 

A massive winding stairway leads from 
the main hall to the second floor. The 
hall, rooms, bath rooms, etc,, on the 
second floor correspond in elegance to 
those on the first floor, There are two 
bath rooms, each fisished iu glazed 
white tilting, fitted with porcelain-lined 
tubs and white marble lavatories, and 
are examples of tine sanitary plumbing. 

The third floor is similar in design to 
the second floor, Each room contains 
au open fireplace. 

The view from the windows on this

For the Patriot. 
Letter from State House. 


Boston, May 1, 1895. 

The house is going to stand by the old 
soldiers, but not by any means to the ex- 
tent which was asked for by the petitioners 
for the so-called veterans’ preference bill. 
They wanted the soldiers given appoint- 
ments without examination in preference 
to all others, no matter how competent 
they might be, who passed examinations, 
no matter, also, how lacking the veterans 
might be in qualifications. They also 
wanted it provided tbat no veteran should 
be liable to removal without a public bear- 
ing, and that no one should be transferred 
from one department of service to another, 
But the debate in the house showed that 
the common sense of the members would 
not indorse a proposition to give a com- 
pulsory appointment to a veteran who had 
not passed an examination, but had merely 
applied for the place, in preference to a 
competent applicant. The bill will ap- 
parently pass in some form, but so as to 
have some regard for the public as well as 
for the veterans. The singular thing about 
the debate which has so much high and 
deserved praise for the men who sacrificed 
much and risked their lives for the country 
was that it did not seem to recognize that 
there is any country now to which men owe 
service just as truly as they did in the days 
of the war. The observer could not help 
noticing that thoughts of patriotism in the 
present were wholly lost sight of in eulogy 
of the patriots of the past. 

The house has shown once more that it 
is more strongly in the interests of temper- 
ance than any recent lower branch of the 
legislature, for it has passed to be engrossed 
by 95 to 53 on a roli call the bill to prohibit 
the issue of liquor licenses to be issued 
within a quarter of a mile of the line of 
any no-license city or town, The argument 
against it was very plausible, that it actual- 
ly gave these no-license places control of 
the territory of their neighboring munici- 
palities to that extent. But the retort was 
as logical, that by putting saloons close to 
the line of the no-license places, as was 
done by the license cities and towns, the 
latter prevented the no-license places 
from carrying out their vote aud made 
their action of less effect than it was en- 
titled to under the law. Of course the bill 
was fought by the liquor interest and by 
some members who were honestly against 
it as a matter of law and equity, but the 
judgment of the house was for closer re- 
strictions on the sale of liquor. This only 
illustrates what has been said before in 
this correspondeuce, that the legislature is 
ready to put the screws on the liquor busi- 
ness whenever a good opportunity is seen. 

The removal of the ruins of the Bryant 
addition to the state house is proceeding 
rapidly and it is said that over a thousand 
two-borse loads of stuff have been carted 
away already. Some of the old stones can 
be used in the new walls, and also some of 
the old brick, after being cleaned. But it 
is expected that the work will not advance 
with such speed after they begin the con- 
struction of the gap between the old and 
the new parts, for it is not expected that 
the rooms in the space will be ready for 
occupation for two or three years. 

The senate has rejected, after a short 
debate, the constitutional amendment to 
have the presiding officers of the legisla 
ture elected by the people at large, the 
same as the governor is elected now. 
Senator Lawrence of Berkshire spoke first 
for the amendment and was followed by 
Senator Malone of Franklin in favor of 
giving it a standing for further di-cussion. 
Senator Corbett of Suffolk was for it for 
the reasons which are urged for it, the ex- 
cessive powers of the presiding officers,

important officers in the whole state and 
therefore should be the nearest to the 
people. The only speaker against the 
resolve was Senator Sprague of Suffolk, 
the chairman of the committee on consti- 
tutional amendments which reported, by a 
majority vote, against the resolve. He 
pointed to the honorable presidents of the 
senate as reason why the change should 
not be made,—President Crocker and 
Sprague. But theerror with this defense 
of our present system is that it is not the 
honorable men, but the unworthy men who 
are not to betrusted. The course of this 
amendment through the senate and house 
has abundantly illustrated the need of it. 
The members have seemed to be afraid to 
stand up and say anything which would | 
reflect upon past occupa.ts of the office, 
apparenUy for fear that the present in- | 
cumbent would be offended. Every day in | 
the legislature reveals instances in which | 
the presiding officer has an influence due, 
not to his superior ability, but to the high 
position he occupies, and shows that mem- 
bers fear to incur the displeasure of the 
presiding officer. 

Still, the success of this measure in 
getting votes the firs’ year it was proposed 
is encouraging. One of the senators says 
that if they could have taken a roll-call, 
they would have had 15 votes for it. Ten 
would have been encouraging. This is a 
matter which the people ought to take up 
in their caucuses next year and instruct 
their representatives and senators to vote 
for it. If the representatives feel that the 
people are behind them, they will be all 
the more likely to vote for the amendment 
when it comes up next year. If the 
republican state convention could be per- 
suaded to declare for it in its platform next 
fall, it would help the measure much, Here 
isareform in which the people have a 
deep interest, for there is not a popular 
understanding of the way in which im- 
proper officers dominate legislation, nor 
of the danger there is at all times that 
some unworthy man will use his tremend- 
ous power against the good of the public, 
to set themselves up in office. 

The report of the special commission to 
investigate the condition of the unem- 
ployed, which was appointed as a conse- 
quence of the raid of Morrison Swift on 
the state house last year, has been issued 
and it shows that there is immense diffi- 
culty in realizing the ideals of governmental) 
management of public works, rather than 
having them done by contract. The plans 
of government farms or factories get little 
encouragement from the investigations of 
this commission, and yet, one of the three 
is a strong labor man, David F. Moreland 
of Woburn, who was in the legislature a 
few years ago and was pronounced in his 
support of labor measures and was put 
upon this commission solely on account of 
the labir sympathy. The advocates of 
government farms and factories could not 
offer any defi nite plans for proceeding, but 
they could only suggest that a beginning be 
made and that the way be felt along by ex- 
perience. Of course, that is too indefinite 
a way to satisfy the commission or to give 
them any foundation for recommending in 
their report that any such system be 
adopted, It is recommended that in cer- 
tain cases preference be given to the resi- 
dents of the town or city for which the 
work is to be done, but itis with the dis- 
tinct statement that the cost of employ- 
ment given in this way will probably be 
more then by the ordinary practice and 
that such a course is to be undertaken 
only as a relief measure. The report is 
important asa contribution to the labor 
problem, but it does not offer any promise 
of carrying out the schemes of Swift and 
his associates. 

After the house spent much time on the 
bill to forbid the manufacture and sale of 
cigarettes in paper wrappers, the senate 
killed it with no compunction whatever, 
and after having bad only one speech 
against it to none in its favor. It was 
only by the close vote of 61 to 59 that the 
bill was passed by the house to be engrossed, 
but the majority afterward against the 
motion to reconsider was due more to dis- 
like of going over the business twice than 
to belief in the wisdom of the bill. Though 


the bill has been killed, yet the evidence | 


which has been produced of the deadiy 
effect of cigarettes upon the bodies and 
winds of boys is sufficient to lead every 
boy to drop the habit, to say nothing of 
the stench he makes of himself while 
smoking. 

It is settled that the Holyoke police com- 
mission bil! will become law, unless some- | 
thing very unexpected happens, but it bas 
been amended so that the present com- 
mission shall not remain in office, unless 
Gov.

Motes and Comments. 


—The season is unusually backward and 
spring work is coming witharush. But 
that is better than beginning early and 
having to see bursting buds and springing 
crops injured by late frosts, 


—The newly elected state treasurer, Hon. 
Edward P. Shaw, is a typical self-made 
man. He was born in Newburyport, Sept. 
1, 1841. He began business when but 
fifteen years of age, driving a hack, and in 
a few years was proprietor of an express 
route between Boston and Newburyport. 
He is President of the Newburyport 
Board of Trade, a Director of the First 
National Bank, and a large real estate 
owner throughout that city, 


—A Pennsylvania man has devised an 
easy meihod of getting rid of rats by 
electricity. He bas put a number of 
electric wires in his cellar and baited the 
ends with cheese. One nibble of Mr. Rat 
isenough. He takes one bite and simply 
curls up on the floor, and the rest is 
silence. 


—A special committee of the Illinois 
Legislature has under consideration a law 
prohibiting firms from selling more than 
one kind of goods under one roof. The 
small tradesmen who have been pushed to 
the wall by the big department stores are 
back of the agitation, which is by no 
means confined to Illinois, 


—The Tribune says: ‘ Framingham’s 
authorities have done a very sensible thing 
in the purchase of the wide tired wheel 
road carts. The benefit to our roads of a 
loaded two-horse tip cart going over them 
with six inch rims may be counted by hun- 
dreds of dollars. We wish that every pri- 
vate owner of a tip cart in town would take 
pattern by these, and help to keep our 
roads in good order,”’ 


—Is the time really at hand when we 
will all eat horse? According to econo- 
mists the coming high prices of beef will 
make it necessary, and according to Mr. 
Edison the coming popularity of the bicycle 
will make horse flesh of no use except for 
food. 


—Milking wil! yet be done by machinery, 
says the Massachusetts Ploughman, but 
the time is not yet. The milker shown at 
the World's fair was as good as any we 
have seen, but it would not milk quite 
clean, 


—lIf the claim of the Boston papers that 
the first free public school was started in 
Cornhill, Boston, 289 years ago last Tues- 
day, what becomes of the Dedham preten- 
sion that the first school was started in 
the shiretown? Local historian Don 
Gleason Hili, Esq., should give this matter 
his immediate attention and settle the dis- 
puted question at once.—Norfolk County 
Gazette. 


—Gov. McKinley has been making an 
inspection tour through the south, and 
bas felt the pulse of the politicians in 
this locality and according to reports 
feels much encouraged at the future 
prospect of his chances in the Conven- 
tion, It was bearding the lion in his 
den to enter these states, for the strength 
of the opposition to his tariff bill rested 
there. The north has always supported 
his protective views, and while they see 
grave errors in the schedule of his taxa- 
tion, on the whole it was declared sound 
aud reliable. His friends claim equal 
results from his recent visit in Connecti- 
cut, and expect a like influence through- 
out his journey in Massachusetts and 
Maine.— Whitman Times. 

—The birthplace of George Washington 
at Wakefield, Va., on the J’otomac, is at 
last to be appropriately marked, A shaft 
of Vermont granite, 51 feet in height, is in 
process of erection. It will cost $11,000. 
It will be a plain shaft or needle, like the 
Washington monument in miniature, on a 
base 12 feet square, on which will be the 
inscription: ‘* Washington's Birthplace. 
Erected by the United States, A. D. 1895.” 


—The supreme court will hear arguments 
next Monday, on the question of opening 
the income tax cases again. The income 
tax law as it stands today is a mystery. 
It exists at all only by the decision of an 
inferior court, which holds by reason of a 
tie in the supreme court. “The only 
way to clear up this mysterr,’’ says the 
Boston Post, ‘is to procure a decision of 
the highest court, in which the opinfon of 
all the members shall be given. As there 
is an odd number of judges, there will be 
no tie, and when the vote is taken some- 
thing will be decided, on one side or the 
other.

When Frederick 
Douglass was living in Rochester, N. Y., 
and his children were young, they were 
not allowed to attend the public schools, 
nor could white teachers be hired to teach 
them at home. Mr. Douglass was obliged 
to send to England to procure a governess 
for his children. That was Rochester 
then. On the day of Frederick Douglass’ 
burial in that same city, he lay in state 
in the city hall, crowds of citizens came to 
look upon his face, and business in the 
city was suspended, 


—Milk frozen into large cakes is shipped 
to England from German towns 500 miles 
away. It is then thawed out and sold as 
fresh milk. Such a trade hints at the 
possibilties of future competition in this 
country. 


—A writer last week from Fruitland, 
Florida, says our people lost by the cold 
weatber last winter over $7,000,000. In 
this latitude all the trees less than 8 years 
of age are killed to the ground, also 70 
per cent. of the older ones. We are now 
cutting eleven thousand dollars worth of 
trees for fire wood: it cost us over $1000 
per cord; rather expensive, but it burns 
splendidly especially in the open fire place. 
There never has been a better time for a 
young or middle aged man to start a grove 
than the present time, for some are dis- 
couraged, others have found that it re- 
quired too much care. 


—Some of the towns in Minnesota have 
taken up the matter of boy-loafing on the 
streets at night. Stillwater has passed an 
ordinance providing for the ringing of the 
fire bell at 9 o’clock every night, and after 
that any boy or girl under 16 years found 


on the streets unaccompanied by parent or 
guardian will be arrested. Several other 
places are moving in the same direction.— 
Springfield Republican,

Flower Carnival, 


We received this week acopy of “The 

| 

Flag” an interesting newspaper published | 

at Santa Barbara, Cal., which gives ‘an| 

account of the recent Flower Carnival in 
that city which lasted a whole week. 

The report is quite lengthy but we have 
room for a few extracts to let ovr 
readers know of the immensity of the 
flower shows in Southern California. It 
seems almost incredible when one speaks 
of 50,000 roses and 25,000 marguerites at 
one time; but anyone who has been in 
that delightful country at this season of the 
year will not for a moment doubt the truth 
of the statement. 

The report says, “the rose show on 
Wednesday, in the new pavilion, was a 
beautiful exbibit. As its name implies 
the larger pcrtion of show consisted of 
roses and to name and describe them all 
would require a long article in itself. 
There were roses in seeming endless 
variety, In other plants there was no 
scarcity and in the wild flower booth there 
was over 109 varieties which were arranged 
on a mossy bank in such a way as to 
appear to be growing in their own native 
glen. A curiosity was severa) buaches of 
dates from the Eaton place in Montecito. 
Fifteen of these bunches weighed a quarter 
of a ton. 

‘Thursday was a splendid one for the 
great day of days for Santa Barbara. Io 
addition to the two magnificent double 
arches and eight single ones across State 
street, nearly all the leading stores dec- 
orated and there were some magnificent 
window displays. At three o'clock the 
procession moved up State street, headed 
by Grand Marshal Harry Maguire and 
thirteen aids. After them came the 
American Concert Band, followed by tbe 
sailor’s float which consisted of a minature 
model of the Olympia thirteen feet long, 
fashioned of rosebuds with the ports of red 
geraniums, sails of yellow marguerites and 
smoke-stacks of black pansies. This was 
drawn by a rope of roses held by twenty 
marines from the Olympia and followed by 
a bundred men from the boat's crew. 
Each of them wore an immense wreath of 
roses and after saluting the judges took 
their post of honor on the Band stand. 

“The festival float represented a Jap- 
anese pagoda 13 feet high and was inhab 
ited by many little Japs and was drawn by 
four white horses in silk harness, 

** Reina de las Flores’? entered by Mr. 
A. M. Ruiz, was an exquisite production. 
It represented the crowning of the Queen 
of Fiowers who was represented by Miss 
Lucy Ruiz in delicate cream colored cos 
tume. She was seated in a large shell 
which was drawn by two swans. In the 
rear of the Queen were two more swans 
and on each was a tiny cupid as body 
guard. The float was driven by a Prince 
who had captured the Queen and brought 
her to the carnival. Four white horses 


drew the float which was 1S feet long and 
said to have contained 50,000 roses and 25,- 
000 margnerites,

A root from two to three feet high may 
be purchased from any florist for fifty

Corn Fritrers. Make a batter of one 
egg; one cupful flour; one cupful milk; 
one-fourth cupful sugar; one can corn, 
Mix well and fry in hot fat, 


REMMANT OF Ham. Chop the lean

BAKING POWDER Biscuir. One quart 
of flour, three and one-half teaspoonful of 
baking powder, half a teaspoonful of 
salt, one tablespoonful of butter and two 
cups of sweet milk.

ger that they will heat in transit. This is 
especially true when they carry a consider- 
able quantity of heavy green foiliage, 
which has probably been warmed up in the 
middie of the day before the plants are 
packed, and are packed closely, as is often 
necessary. Mr. J. H. Hale writesto the 
Florists Exchange that specialists in straw- 
berry plants put on large numbers of men 
to dig them early in the morning, and 
carry them at once into cool cellars, where 
they are trimmed and packed.

The new gas is the lowest in the series of 
hydrocarbons which enter into many of 
the products of petroleum and coal tar. 

To a chemist it is C2H2, and is almost 
pure carbon vapor. One house already 
uses the new illuminant, and it is said that 
by means of small converters which are 
placed in the cellar, and regulated simply 
by the turning of a key, each householder 
can generate his own supply and convey it 
by ordinary gas pipes, thereby saving 
much of the expense in a new equipment, 
By pressure the gas can be changed into a 
liquid state and confi ed in the same kind 
of cans that are used for the liquefaction of 
carbonic acid gas, ‘The cans are connected 
with the service pipes, and by means of a 
regulator the liquid becomes gas again and 
and passes off through the pipes. 

The new gas was discovered purely by 
accident, when Mr. T. L. Wilson was at 
an electric furnace attempting to form an 
alloy of calcium from some of its com-

Bicycling up a Hill. 


In the first place, for general riding it is 
| safe to say that one should never try to 
keep the same speed in going up a hill that 
| be had been setting himself ona level road. 

Yet this is the natural tendency of all 
| riders. The bicycle should be allowed to 
down, and the pressure on each 
| pedal should be made the moment that it 
| turns beyond the highest point of its arc. 
| The push should be strong forthe moment, 
and should then be withdrawn before the 
pedal has turned so far down that the 
pressure on it is partially wasted. In other 
words, the principle is the same as in row- 
ing, where the stroke should be made most 
powerful at the moment when the oar is at 
right angles with the body, and therefore 
in the position where the oarsman's 
strength counts for the most. If the 
bicycle is allowed to rup slowly, and this 
pressure isalternately made on one pedal 
and then on the other, you will find it 
moves along slowly, to be sure, but 
steadily, and that you are at the top of 
the hill before you realize it, and with- 
out having even quickened your pulse to 
any great extent.

He may 
have occupied it at the meeting Monday 
evening, but he was out of sight. Other- 
wise there was a perfect attendance of the 
members, Licenses in various forms were 
the prominent business of the evening. 

Old Colony Street. 

Commissioner Eaton submitted plans for 

draining Old Colony street. To Committee 
n Streets and Sewers. 
A Claim. 

The Mayor forwarded a petition of Annie 
J. McGrath for damages for land taken on 
Field street. To Committee on Claims. 

Metropolitan Water. 

Mayor Hodges forwarded a communica- 
tion stating that a bill is now pending 
before the Legislature concerning a Metro- 
politan Water supply, by which it is pro- 
posed to include Quincy in a metropolitan 
district for the purpose of supplying water 
to various cities and towns. He would be 
glad to assist in carrying out any views 
which the council may adopt in this con- 
nection. Referred to joint committee on 
Water supply and Legislative matters. 

Petitions. 

Many applications were received for 
minor licenses which were referred. 

Margaret C, Foster made application for 
State aid. 

The Telephone Company petitioned for 
locations on Canal and Granite streets ; 
also on Penn, Liberty and Water street. 

J. E. Cushing and others petitioned that 
Atlantic avenue be changed to Sagamore 
street. 

John R. Walters and others petitioned 
for a drain on Copeland street, 

The Quincy and Boston street railway 
petitioned for a relocation of its tracks 
beginpving at the junction of Water and 
Grauite streets, over the centre of Cope- 
land street to the junction of Crescent 
street, Also a location on Sea street so as 
to do away with the sharp curve, where the 
present tracks cross the street near 
Mosquito bridge, Also to relocate its 
tracks on Sea street beginning at Bay 
View avenue to do away with the sharp 
angles. To Committee on streets. 

The following petition was received 
from James C, Dunn, James Bisson and 
Alfred Bisson: ‘‘We understand that 
Messrs, Penpiman & Son are about to 
createa monopoly of the public carriage 
business at the Quincy depot of the N. Y. 
N. H. & H.R. R. The honorable council 
of 1894 unanimously protested against the 
same. We pray that the present Council 
may withold the license of Penniman & 
Son, until such time they shall give a 
written guarantee that they wil! not again 
try to create a monopoly or otherwise 
interfere with the business of holders of 
public carriage licenses in the city of 
Quincy. We pray that the Honorable 
Council will give this appeal due atten- 
tion, 

Reports. 

The Committee on Streets reported 
orders granting the Quincy and Boston 
Street railway locations in the centre of 
Franklin and Independence avenue, and 
also on Willard street. To second reading. 

The same committee reported reference 
to executive department of petitions for 
stone crossings on Walnut street and 
Pleasant street, and also the sidewalk on 
River street. Accepted, 

Leave to withdraw was the report on 
the acceptance of Nightingale avenue and 
Albertina street Councilman Bigelow 
favored acceptance of part of Nightingale 
ave. and Councilman Griodell remonstrated 
against the report on Albertina street. 
Councilman Bryant contended that they 
were not up to the standard, and the re- 
port was accepted, 

The Committee on S:reets reported that 
it had a couiference with a committee of 
the First church relative to improvements 
of the church grounds, and that the com- 
mittee desired to make changes as per plan. 
Reference to the Mayor was reported, he 
to consider the legality and report plan, 
Accepted, 

Leave to withdraw was reported on the 
petition for lights on Summer and Willard 
streets, the executive department to put in 
if appropriation would admit. 0 

A favorable report was made granting 
many licenses. After its acceptance there 
was another report granting several others 
leave to withdraw, viz: F. Warshaw, 
Charles Rattie, Emma Lark, Mary D. 
LePierre, Fred J. Pierson, Talli Fassite. 

Councilman Lamb offered a minority 
granting all but the first two. 

Councilman Russell, Grindell and 
Sprague were all favorable to Mrs, Lark. 

Councilman Sidelinger of the committee 
said he had voted against all except two at 
Houghs Neck, It was too evident that the 
license was procured to keep stores open on 
Sundays. 

Councilman Nickerson favored report 
of majority. 

The petitions were referred back to the 
committee. 

The Committee on Fire Department 
recommended that a whistle to be pulled 
by hand be located on the pumping 
station. Passed. 

The same committee reported that the 
order ought to pass authorizing Mayor to 
offer reward of $300 for apprehension of 
fire bugs. Passed. 

The same committee was against giving 
Squantum additional fire protection, and 
referred police protection to the Mayor. 
Accepted. 

The order making transfers to pay old 
bills was passed, 

Orders. 

An order making an appropriation of 
$2,500 for a system of heating and ventila- 
tion at the Quincy school, was read and 
referred to Committee on Finance. 

The order making an appropriation to 
grade High school grounds was passed. 

Councilman Lamb offered an order 
granting J. C, Haskell a license for a 
merry-go-round at Quincy Adams. 

Upon motion of Councilman Bigelow, 
the fee was increased from $10 to $100 and 
he then opposed the orJer,which was finally 
referred to Committee on Licenses. 

Councilman Rice offered an order appro- 
priating $500 for expert advice on sewerage 
plans, which was read and referred to 
committee, 

An order for change of arc lights on 
Adams street was passed. Councilman 
Sprague alone voting in the negative. 

Adjourned at 8.50.

Mr. Jefferson in 1785, said: Another 
means of silently lessening the inequality 
of property is to exempt all from taxation 
below a certain point, and to tax the 
higher portions of property in geometrical 
progression as they rise. Wherever there 
arein apy country uncultivated lands and 
unemployed poor, it is clear that the laws 
of property have been so far extended as 
to violate natural right. The earth is 
given as a common stock for man to labor 
on, if for the encouragement of industry, 
we allow it to be appropriated, we 
must take care that other employment be 
furnished to those excluded from the 
appropriation. If we do not, the funda- 
mental right tolabor on the earth returns 
to the unemployed. It is too soon yet in 
our country to say that every man who 
can not find employment, but who can find 
uncultivated land, shall be at liberty to 
culivate it, paying a moderate rent; but 
it is not to soon to provide by every possi- 
ble means that as few as possible shall be 
without a little portion of land. The 
small landholders are the more precious 
part of a state.—Bancro/ft's History of the 
Constitution (unabridged), pages 460, 465.

Texas BAKED PoraTors, Mince a 
large onion fine, mix well through some 
mashed potatoes and brown in the oven. 


PRESERVING DANDELIONS. Place at 
the bottom of the barrel all the dandelions 
likely to be used at one cooking, then cover 
over with salt, then as many more and as 
much mere salt and so on until the barrel 
is full. Place a cover on top with a heavy 
weight on it. The moisture in the dande- 
lions will make enough brine, but if not, 
use a little water so that the dandelions 
will be covered. 


Ruvubars Pre. Bake, in two crusts, 
one cupful of skirned rhubarb, cut in one- 
inch pieces, one cupfal of sugar mixed 
with one-half of a cupful of water, one-half 
of a teaspoonful of grated nutmeg, bits of 
butter the size of a walnut. 


Sorr GINGERBREAD. Oneand a half 
cupfuls of molasses, one-half cupful of 
sugar, one and a half eupfuls of sour 
cream, one-half cupful of sour milk, one- 
half teaspoonful of salt, two teaspoonsful 
of soda, one teaspoonful each of ginger 
and cinnamon, tlour to make a not very 
stiff batter. Bake in sheets in a moderate 
oven. 


MILK Breap. Take a scant quart of 
milk, just warm, and dissolve in it one- 
half a cake of compressed yeast, one table- 
spoonful of butter, one of sugar, and a tea- 
spoonful of salt. Warm two full quarts of 
flour, make a hole in the centre and pour 
in this mixture. Work the flour into it 
gradually with the hands untill it can be 
kneaded. Kuoead well, then set to rise in a 
warm place two hours in the summer and 
four in winter. When risen to twice its 
size cut it down, knead and put in pans.

Too Metropolitan, 


Quitcy is becoming quite metropolitan. 
Some think too metropolitan. A year or 
two ago metropolitan parks were launched; 
now its metropolitan water; and wetro- 
politan sewers, metropoli av police, metro 
politan fire d~pariment, eic., may follow. 


Allis wellif Quincey can stand it. The 
cost and maintainance of local parks wil! 
call for quite an expenditure. For twenty 
odd years the maturing water debt of 
Quincy, for w! ich the city must continue to 
provide, is over $25,000 annually. 

The metropolitan water bill now under 
discussion au borizes the expendi ure of 
$27,000,000 and it has been estimated tbat 
Quincy’s net assessment when the system 
is in full opera'ion will b+» $25,200 

Twenty-five thousand annually for the 
Quincy water debt and $25,00) annually 
toward the metropoliian system promise 
to be burdensome, 

A rebate of $12 per million gallons is 
proposed for water furnished by local 
systems. In 184, according to the 
recent report of the superintendent, the 
consumption was 201 millions, The re- 
bate on this would be $3,492, which wou'd 
not pay the expenses of the pumping 
station. These expenses in 1894 were $5,- 
039.14. The total maintenance in 1894| 
cost nearly $14 000. |

The Granite Industry. 


There are but few unemployed stone- 
cutters in Quincy just now and this condi- 
tion will continue for at least the remainder 
of this month. “The prospects after 
Memoria! day, seem brighter than they 
promised to be at the earlier part of the 
season. 

One of the South Quincy yards changed 
hands on May 1. Mr. Turner of Penn 
street, having sold out his plant to other 
parties. The members of the new firm 
combine practical experience in workman- 
ship with a serviceable knowledge of the 
selling market. They propose to make 
business more lively than it has lately 
been in this locality. 

In order to accommodate the ever in- 
creasing demand for freight facilities the 
N. Y. N. H. & H.R. K. bas just erected 
near Quincy Adams depot another large 
derrick. It will be a decided boon to 
South Quincy shippers as, for a long time 
there has been more or less delay in load- 
ing cars, on account of continued strain on 
the single derrick there. 

Ivis proposed after June Ist, to close 
most of the Quincy yards on Saturday 
afternoons. Last year during the summer 
season, the half holiday was very generally 
adopted, but except in one or two yards it 
was discontinued throughout the winter. 
There is a growing sentiment in its favor 
among both workers and employers, and 


its restoration will be cordially welcomed 
by a large proportion of those interested in 
the business. 

The new headquarters of the Granite 
Cutters’ National Union in Baltimore, Md., 
are further removed from the staple eastern 
centres of the trade than they have hitherto 
been. Though an entirely new set of 
officers will be in charge of its affairs, it is 
not expected that there will be any radical 
overturn of the policy pursued by their 
predecessors. 

McGilvray & Jones have’ completed the 
granite work of a fine mausoleum for tbe 
great railroad magnate and orator Mr. 
Chauncey M. D+pew. The stone was pro- 
cured in Barre, Vc., and cat in their works 
in South Quincy. Its cost is understood to 


be about $20,000. 

A new granite gateway and lodge is to 
be built near the entrance of Calvary 
cemetery. There is perhaps no cemetery 
in the vicinity of Boston, where Quincy 
monument, so predominates as at Cal- 
vary. Many of the best specimens of 
local granite are on evidence there, and 
compare favorably with the choic+st pro- 
ducts of other localites.

Quincy is out! Out of the Metropolitan 
water bill which proposed to assess the city | 
$25,000 per year, and goodness knows how 
much more. 

Representative Hammond in presenting | 
the amendment to the House to have 
Quincy stricken out, said the city was not 
able to pay the large assessment annually 
for forty years required by the terms of the 
act, having already laid out an expensive 
system of sewerage, and because the 
present water supply of the city is good for 
15 years, and by taking the Blue Bill river} 
can be made sufficient to last 40 years. 

Mr. Grover of Canton, in moving to 
strike Milton from the bill, said that Mil- 
ton has already a supply of water sufficient 
to last many years, especially in view of 
the fact that the town is not a manufactur- 
ing community, and her demands for 
increased supply are of slow growth. He 
further urged that if Milton is included in 
the act, the town will have to pay annually 
about twice what it now pays for water, 
and get no better supply. 

As the bill was reported by the com- 
mittees on metropolitan atfairs and water 
supply, sitting jointly, it provided for a 
water supply for the following cities and 
towns: Boston, Chelsea, Everett, Malden, 
Medford, Newton, Quincy, Somerville, 
Woburn, Arlington, Belmont, Brookline, 
Hyde Park, Melrose, Milton, Revere, 
Stoneham, Wakefield, Watertown and 
Winthrop. 

Through the efforts of the local repre- 
sentatives in the House, Quincy, Woburn, 
Arlington, Brookline, Milton and Stone- 
ham were exempted from the provisions 
of the bill, and at one time it looked as 
though the whole measure would fall 
through, but the other cities and towns 
did not withdraw, and the bill was finally 
advanced. 

The vote dropping Woburn was practi- 
cally unanimous, Milton got out on a 
vote of 76 to 59. Arlington by vote of 98 
to 32, and Quincy and the other towns by 
scarcely a show of opposition. 

There is no doubt that the members of 
the sub-committee who spent so much 
time in drafting the bill were disappointed 
at the withdrawal of the six cities and} 
towns, but after the vote, Mr. Junes of | 
Melrose said the committee felt fairly well 
satisfied with the result, and expressed his 
belief that in its present form the Dill 
would accomplish al] that is desired, 
especially as towns which are not now in- 
cluded in the scheme may come in later, 
on certain conditions. 

It is said an effort will be made to have 
Quincy, Milton, Arlington and Stoneham 
reinstated, notice of reconsideration having 
been served by a friend of the bill. 


Bay Shore Reservation. 


The communication of Charles Francis 
Adams, conveying additional park land to 
the city will be of interest, and the Par- 
nioT gives it in full: 

My Dear Smr—I herewith send you a 
deed of conveyance from myself and Mrs. 
Adams to the inhabitants of Quincy of 
certain parcels of land lying in the im- 
mediate vicinity of the Merry Mount park, 


to be held in perpetuity as a portion 
thereof. 
Some years ago, when the Park was 


originally laid out, it seemed to me highly 
desirable that a water drive should be ar- 
ranged for, skirting the borders of the 
Quincy, the Fenno and the Mount Wollas- 
ton farms, and passing from one to the 
other through the Park, With a view to 
providing for this I then purchased the 
land now conveyed to the city. 

As you are aware, circumstances have 
since led to a change of residence on my 
part, and I am no longer a citizen of 
Quincy. Nevertheless, I cannot but retain 
a deep personal, as well as a hereditary 
interest in the welfare of the community of 


which I and my family had so long been a} 


part. It, therefore, great pleas- 
ure now to convey this property to it in 
trust, to be held, like the Park, asa reser- 
vation and to be kept open as a resort for 
pleasure and recreation forever. 

I will further add that it is my hope, 
and still is, that circumstances will so 
shape themselves that I may feel free here- 
after to develop and perfect the 
Mount park system 

Should this be in my power, the doing it 
will require time, as well as a large ex- 
penditure of money. 

While I can, therefore, in this regard 
now promise nothing, I may add that it 
will be a great disappointment me 
should I not at some time during my life 
find myself in a position to carry out de- 
signs which I have long cherished, and to 
a very considerable extent matured,

THE CHAIRMAN of the Water Com- 
missioners was pleased to tell the City 
Council Tuesday evening that he never 
had favored the purchase of the present 
works, and be did not seem to have a very 
exalted opinion of the department in 
genera!: the supply or the quality. Does 
he know that no city can enter the 
metropolitan district until it shall first 
bave acquired the works of any water 
company in said city? Thisis laid down 
in Section 23. Quincy would not be in a 
position to go into the metropolitan 
“scheme’’ had it not taken possession of 
the works of the Quincy water company. 
With Monday’s information, the voters 
would have hesita‘ed to purchase had they 
known that by taking one, they would 
bave another saddled upon them without 
their wishes being consulted. Suppose the 
cost of the Metropolitan supply is double 
what it is now figured and Quincy's assess- 
ment was $50,000 per year. It might have 
been, 

The chairman quoted from the report of 
the State Board of Health that the cost of 
the Metropolitan system to Quincy would 
be but two-thirds of what the Blue Hill 
supply would cost Quincy. Since this re- 
port was made the estimate of the Metro- 
politan supply has jumped up from nine- 
teen million to twenty-seven million, so 
that at the board’s figures one will cost 
about the same as the other. But it is 
admitted that lawyers and experts stretch 
figures to gain a point, soit may safely be 
said that Blue Hill supply will cost much 
less and Metropolitan much more. 

Reservoirs can be constructed as needed 
for about $100,000 each, and the yearly 
instalments and interest on these would 
not approach $25,000.

THE CITY COUNCIL. 


As expected the Metropolitan water 
supply system furnished the opportunity 
for considerable discussion Monday even- 
ing at the regular meeting of the City 
Council. Allthe members were present, 
and all stayed until the adjournment at 
11.15, when special electric cars conveyed 
them home. Quincy is on record against 
the Metropolitan system and Representa- 
tive Hammond has been requested to se- 
cure an amendment to the bill. The 
meeting is reported very fully below: 

Addition to Park. 

A communication was received from the 
Mayor inclosing a letter received from 
Charles Francis Adams, in which he 
notified the city that he had conveyed to 
the city certain land adjoining Merry 
Mount park. 

Referred to a special committee con- 
sisting of Councilmen Bryant, Shackley, 
Nickerson, Sprague and Rice. 

A communication was received from the 
City Auditor, stating that a bill had been 
received for $25 from Story & Thorndike 
for legal services in 1894, and asking if 
same should be charged to unexpended 
balances.

The joint committee on Water Supply 
and Legislature Matter to whom was 
referred the communication of the Mayor 
in relation to the Metropolitan Water 
Supply bill, offered a majority and minor- 
ity report. 

The majority report was that 
Representatives be requested to vote for 
the bill. 

The minority report made by Council- 
men Bigelow and Phillips asked that our 
Representatives amend the bill by having 
Quincy stricken out.

Chairman Pattee of the Water Board 
told why he considered it for the best 
interests of Quincy to favor the Metropoli- 
tan bill. Our water was poor in quality 
and inadequate in supply.

| average daily consumption was 751,000 


gations and the total supply but 820,000. 
One day 1,500,000 gallons were pumped. 
The average consumption of 1895 would be 
1,000,000 gallons per day. ‘The Water 
Commissioners therefore felt the necessity 
of looking for additional supply for this 
year. The Blue Hill river was merely a 
brook, aud the only way to utilize it was 
by constructing a reservoir near present 
reservoir as suggested. Another way was 
to build reservoir below present one to take 
the overflow. Still anotheg way was to 
purchase water from an adjoining town. 
This seemed the most practicable as the 
Metropolitan system would give us water 
in three years. He quoted from report of 
State Board of Health as to Quincy’s out- 
look for additional sources which did not 
promise anything permanent. The Metro- 
politan system opens a door through whicb 
we should enter. The bill entailed no 
hardship upon Quincy. It proposed a re- 
bate for water furnished. Boston would 
pay about four-fifths of cost, and other 
cities about one-fifth. He quoted article 
19 as to assessment, but thought it im- 
possible to estimate the same. In closing 
be was pleased to say he had never adyo- 
cated purchase of present water works. 

H. M. Federhen said be also had been 
an opponent of purchase of present works, 
but it was another issue now. This was 
the legislative body elected to represent 
and protect the interests of the citizens of 
Quincy. Here was a scheme involving an 
expense of over a million dollars, yet the 
Council had never considered it, ‘This 
Council for its own honor should get 
Quincy exempted until an opportunity was 
offered to investigate the scheme and 
other sources.* Did any man ever hear of 
such proceedings ? Quincy had expended 
considerable in investigating water sources 
and in 1890 received a voluminous report 
from Engineer Blake who found an inde- 
pendent source with a supply for 30,000 
people which could be supplemented. It 
would yield 1,500,000 gallons per day on an 
average, and all this in addition to our 
present supply. City now has plans on 
file and Council should know all the facts 
in this report. Engineer Blake estimated 
the cost of adam at Biue Hill at $60,000

knew of it. If Metropolitan water was 
better we should not use any of our own, 
so rebate would amount to nothing. 

Henry H. Faxon considered it wou!d be 
unwise for Quincy to enter any such 
scheme. Taxes were already high enough. 
Experts and lawyers would make any 
water rily. What guarantee have we that 
Metropolitan water will te better, Water 
was now extravagantly used. 

Mr. Pattee said he was here to represent 
the Water Board. He believed taxes will 
be higher if we don’t enter the Metropoli- 
tan system. Regarded Blue Hill river as 
but a rivulet, and quoted from State Board 
that Metropolitan supply would cost but 
two-thirds of what the Blue Hill source 
would. 

Mr. Federhen argued it was the duty of | 
the Quincy Council to investigate.

There is a succession of rich low- 
lands with rich, black soil, where even the 
laziest Indians have raised corn that rivals 
that of the Illinois fields in luxuriance. 
The central and western portions of the 
country are high prairie land with plenteous 
timber. If the division into 80-acre lots is 
maintained only 2500 settlers can be accom- 
modated, although there are ten times as 
many that are to fight for possession.

In this he 
has shown excellent judgment, and nearly 
all his investments are gilt-edged. Though 
he spends little money on himself, he is 
open-hearted and generous. 


—California is trying the experiment of 
shipping cut flowers to the east and the 
railroads have cut transportation rates 40 
per cent. to help the enterprise. A ship- 
ment last week contained thirty-five 
thousand calla lillies, English ivy and 
other varieties.— Beverly Times. 


THE CITY COUNCIL. 


(Continued from Third Page.] 


Councilman Bigelow moved to substitute 
minority for majority report. The meagre 
supply at Blue Hill in summer was the 
best argument that damages would be 
slight. 

Councilman Bryant was with the 
minority report, ‘The chairman and super- 
iatendent had told him the supply was 
ample to supply Houghs Neck, and pipes 
were being extended there now. Believed 
Engineer Blake knew what he was talking 
about in his report. Thonght cost to enter 
Metropolitan system later would not be 
much larger than at present. 

Councilman Johnson protested against 
hasty action on such important matters. 
Matter should have been brought to atten- 
tion of Ccuncilsooner. Our action tonight 
will have effect. He favored minority re- 
port, and complimented stand of the 
Dairy LEDGER. 

Councilman Russell believed report of 
majority hasty, and it was not accompanied 
by any reasons wby we should enter 
Metropolitan system. He favored minority 
report, 

Councilman Pinkham said the committee 
was satisfied that Quincy needed an addi- 
tional supply. Blue Hill river might 
avail for 20 years but then it would be 
necessary to look elsewhere. It was 
uncertain what it would cost to enter 
Metropolitan system in 1920. This import- 
ant matter should bave been brought to 
attention of Council before. He favored 
majority report. 

Councilman Adams said we want facts 
as they are, not as they should be. None 
of us had made a study of the issue. 
It was forced upon us. It would be very 
expensive to enter later. We should all 
act for Quincy and the taxpayers. We 
would all put off action if we could, but 
must make our decision tonight. It was 
hard to tell whether Metropolitan system 
or Blue diill would cost the most. The 
Blue Hill addition complete, would cost at 
least $400,000, and only last until 1920. 
We can come in today on fair terms, on 
terms of equality. Of late there had been 
a tremendous increase in use of water. 
These were days of great projects and the 
Metropolitan supply should be developed. 
Either State Board of Health was entirely 
wrong or else Quincy did not know its 
needs, ‘Those who had made a study of it 
believed it was clearly for our interests to 
go in, 

Councilman Bryant cited fact that it 
was proposed to let Quincy enter Boston 
sewer system at a small cost, Believed we 
could also enter later the Metropolitan 
water system on fair basis. In 20 years 
we may be part of Bostun, and then it 
wou'd cost nothing to enter. It was a 
grave mistake to enter now. ‘This was the 
most important question ever before Quin- 
cy. 

Councilman Geary thought we should 
go in now if at all. 

Coyncilman Rice said we had no figures 
on Blue Hill supply or cost. 

Councilman Adams said we don’t want 
to throw away money on Blue Hill source. 

Councilman Nickerson believed now the 
time to go in. 

Counci!man Pinkham said it would not 
be necessary if in Metropolitan system to 
maintain a pumping station, With an 
abundant supply we would be in a position 
to supply all demands and the income 
would be large. 

Mr. Pattee said the Boston Water Com- 
missioners were really opposed to Metro- 
politan system, and considered it a great 
tubing for surrounding towns, The 
minority report was substituted by a vote 
of 12 to 11, President Bass voting yea. 

A roll call was not taken, but upon a 
standing vote the Councilmen voted as fol- 
lows: 

Yra—Bass, Bigelow, Bryaut, Grindell, 
Johnson, Lamb, Phillips, Rina, Russell, 
Shackley, Sideiinger, and Spear—12. 

Nay—Adams, Barker, Dixon, Geary, 
Hayden, 4 Nickerson, O'Brien, Parker, 
Pinkham, Rice and Sprague—11. 

The preamble of the report was then 
stricken out and report adopted as follows: 


Reso_vep: That our Representatives 


in the Geaeral Court are hereby requested 
to so amend House bill No, 1225, Sec. 3, 
line 11, so that Quincy shall be stricken 
entirely out of the act to provide fora 
metropolitan water supply, except by af- 
firmative vote of the City Council and ref- 
erence of the question of its acceptance to 
the legal voters of such city, and His 
Honor, the Mayor, is hereby requested to 
present these resolutions to the General 
Court in session on Tuesday, May 21, 
through our Representatives. 

Other Reports, 

The Committee on Streets reported the 
following orders: 

Changing the name of Atlantic avenue 
to Sagamore street. Adopted. 

Granting the N. E. T. & T. company a 
location for poles on Hancock, Granite, 
Water, Liberty and Penn streets, 

Appropriating $4,000 for widening Adams 
street, between Whitwell street and Fur- 
nace brook. 

That petition relative to building a re- 
taining wall at 43 Common street be re- 
ferred to the executive with the recommen- 
dation that the petition be granted, if it 
can be legally done. 

That the petition for a drain on Cope- 
land street be referred to Committee on 
Sewers and Drains. Adopted. 

That petitions relative to cutting down 
the hill on West street and the rebuilding 
of partof Furnace avenue, have leave to 
withdraw, Adopted. 

An order laying out Walker street as a 
public way. 

The Committee on Licenses reported 
orders granting a number of licenses, 
which were adopted. 

The same cominittee also reported that 
the following have leave to withdraw: 
Charles Ratti, F. Warshaw, Fred J. Pier- 
sou, E. S, Gilpatrick as common victuallers, 
and Thomas A. Whalan for poo! table. 

Councilman Johnson asked why the 
committee reported against E. S. Gil- 
patrick. 

Councilman Lamb replied that the peti- 
tioner kept a grocery store and sold gro- 
cerles on Sunday. 

Councilman Johnson said petitioner 
kept a goed place and if there was any- 
thing back of this it should be proven. 

Councilman Nickerson thought reason 
given by Councilman Lamb sufficient, 

Councilman Barker said the petitioner 
informed the committee that he sold gro- 
ceries on Sunday and should continue to 
do so. 

Councilman Sidelinger said complaints 
had been made to him. He had no feel- 
ing. He voted as he did in all case. He 
knew petitioner sold groceries on Sunday 
and he had told the committee he should 
stil! continue to do so, 

Councilman Phillips had never heard 
any complaints made and he considered 
the petitioner kept a good place. 

Councilman Johnson moved petition be 
referred back to Committee. Lost. 

The report of the Committee was then 
adopted. 

The Committee on Claims reported no 
legislation necessary on the claim of Mrs. 
La Pierre. Adopted. 

The some committee reported that the 
claim of Annie J. McGrath be referred to 
the executive for settlement. 

The Committee on Finance reported 
order for watering streets ought to pass. 
Under suspension of the rules it was 
passed to be ordained. 

The Committee on Finance reported 
ought not to pass on order rebuilding cul- 
vert at Washington and Canal streets, 

Councilman Bryant hoped report would 
not be accepted. It was as good a time 
now as any to fix it. 

The report was accepted and the order 
rejected by a vote of 13 to 7. 

The Committee on State Aid reported an 
order granting Margaret C. Foster $4 
per month. Adopted. 

The Committee on Streets reported an 
order for a public hearing June 3 on the 


discontinuing of Miller's stile. Adopted 

The Committee on Sewers and Drains 
reported that order appropriating $500 for 
plaus for sewerage system be spent under 
direction of Commissioner of Public 
works, Passed to be ordained under sus- 
pension of the rules, 

The Committee on Public Buildings 
presented several plaps for new school 
buildings. 

Upon motion of Councilman Shackley 
the order was laid on the table until the 
next meeting. 

Upon motion of Councilman Shackley it 
was voted when the council adjourn it be 
until next Monday evening. 

The orders granting the Quincy and 
Boston street railway locations to the 
Braintree line and to Milton came up. 

Councilman Bryant moved to amend by 
striking out of the order that part granting 
a relocation from School to Water street, 
as the Quincy street railway were granted 
a location on that street and had petitioned 
this evening for a relocation. Amendment 
adopted. 

Councilman Russell moved to amend by 
inserting the words, ‘and they shall keep 
the street in good repair from curb to curb. 
Lost. 

Under suspension of the rules the order 
was passed to be ordained, Councilman 
Russell voting alone in the negative. 

Upon motion of Councilman Dixon 
the order of business was changed and he 
then offered an order appropriating $200 
for repairing the back stop on the play 
ground in Ward Three. 

Adjourned at 11.15.

My Trip to the Adriondack Mts. 


Saranac LAKE, N, Y., May 20. 
To the Editor of the Quincy Patriot: 

I left Quincy about 1.30 P.M. on the 
15 inst., arriving in Boston at 2 o'clock, 
where I took the express for Albany, N. 
Y., over the Boston & Albany road, where 
I arrived at 9.40 r. M.; making stops at 
Worcester, Springfield and Pittsfield. The 
ride is a grand one after leaving Spring- 
field, when you cross the Connecticut river, 
pass through the mountains in western 
part of state and then cross the Hudson, 
where we came to Albany. The electric 
lights looked fine along the river as we 
entered this city by night, and from what | 
saw, should think it a fine city. 

From Albany I took the express over the 
Delaware & Hudson railroad at 11 00 P. M., 
for Plattsburg, N. Y., arriving on the 16 
inst. 

We follow the shore of Lake Champlain, 
and have a full view of the lake and the 
Green Mountain range of Vermont cn the 
right, with glimpses of the Adriondack 
Mountains on the left. 

From Plattsburg we pass into the heart 
of the Adriondack Mountains, over the 
Chateaugay railroad,arriving on the 16 inst. 
This is a very fine ride and the scenery is 
wild and grand. 7 

Here we saw something that would ic- 
terest the Quincy people, and this is the 
large number of log cabins on the mountain 
sides. Any one taking this journey of 
about 450 miles will bave something long 
to remember after he returns to his native 
place. Some of the small stations along 
the road reminded us of small wood sheds 

Saranac Lake is very pleasantly situated 
ou the river of the same name, and appears 
to be growing very rapidly. It contains 
four churches and has a fine schoo! build- 
ing for the size of the place, about 4,000 
people, which cost $8,000. This is where 
the Quincy folks could take a slide down 
hill if they happened to take a misstep 
on some of the very steep slopes. It is 
mostly where invalids come to gain their 
health, and there are several large hotels 
within a short distance of the village. 
Hotel Amperrand, Hotel Algonquin, Hotel 
Altemont being some of the principal ones.

BAKED RHUBARB. Cut in pieces 
about an inch loag, put in baking dish in 
layers with an equal weight of sugar ; cover 
closely and bake. 


Ruvusars Foor. Press a quart of 
baked pie-plant through a granite-ware 
colander ; add juice of a lemon ; sweeten 
one-half cup thick cream; and whip toa 
stiff froth, When ready to serve, mix the 
cream with the strained pie-plant, and 
serve at once in glasses.

Memorial Sunday. 


Rev. Albert Bryant occupied the pulpit |. 


at the Centre Congregational Sunday 
morning, but the Grand Army and auxil- 
iary bodies had been invited to the ser- 
vices and in place of the sermon there was 
an address by Rev. W. Sherman Thomp- 
sop, formerly pastor at the Quincy Point 
church. He was greeted by avery large 
congregation ; one which would be con- 
sidered large on a pleasant Sunday. It in- 
cluded over one hundred members of the 
Grand Arniy, Sons of Veterans and 
Woman's Relief Corps in a body, and 
many people from Quincy Point, former 
parishioners of Rev. Mr. Thompson.

It is 
bound to increase each year. We must 
see it in the light of the principles for 
which the war was fought. First, we are 
impressed with the rapidity with which 
the hostility has subsided. We are im- 
pressed because it was fought by citizen 
soldiers. It was an exhibition of sterling 
quality and courage. We are impressed 
with the extent of the spirit of jastice of 
the North. I's long forbearance of 
slavery in the South, an injustice which 
bad no claim to exist. We are impressed 
with the spirit of love of liberty which 
Washington exemplified. 

The speaker expressed sympathy with 
the order of the Woman’s Relief Corps, 
and paid the ladies of war timesa grand 
tribute. He addressed the Sons of 
Veterans, expressing a kindred spirit for 
the order. I: inculcates patriotism and the 
success of the country depends on its loyal 
subjects. Patriotism is a silent force. We 
should be patriotic because of love, 
reverence and respect for the old soldier. 
Purify the country they have saved. 

To the G. A. R. this is an occasion of 
mingled joy and sorrow. The speaker 
expressed appreciation of service. We 
honor the soldier for courage. We honor 
him for willing obedience, for sublime 
sacrifice, for voluntary service and for 
devotion to the fixg.

We cele- 
brate Washington's birthday, Bunker Hill 
day, and other important anniversaries 
connected with our history, 

It is a part of God's plan for men that 
nations should exist, Though He never 
chose but one nation as His special people, 
He nevertheless has a providential care for 
all. Providence in our history is more 
marked than in the history of almost any 
other people. 

It is fitting that we should remember in 
an appropriate way these great national 
events. The remembrance of the deeds, 
sacrifices and heroism of those who 
planted, and those who preserved our na- 


Monuments are often erected to celebrate 


far more instructive and impressive than 
monuments. If these only were erected, 
the deeds and sacrifices of the past would 
not teach their most impressive lessons. 
Itis for this reason that the services of 
Memorial Day have been established. They 
honor the dead, it is true, but they have 
not been instituted so much for them as 
for the living. The flowers and flags 
placed on the graves of departed heroes 
are nothing to them. They have their 
lessons of patriotism and sacrifice for all 
Neither are they 
instituted for the survivors of the conflict. 
There is little danger that they will forget 
the sacrifices of the past, as that their love 
for their country and flag will grow cold. 
Their scars and broken health, and pre- 
mature old age would be for them suffi- 
cient reminders of the past. ‘They as really 
consecrated their lives to their country as 
those who fell in the conflict. 

It is fitting that while they survive 
they should be the medium through which 
these memories are preserved. The Me- 
morial Day ceremonies are designed to 
impress on the minds of all, especially of

CABBAGE AND TOMATO PLANTS.

How often you hear this utility argu- 
ment advanced and ardently advocated by 
intelligent, public-spirited men. Now we 
do not propose to answer this argument 
with ridicule or with abuse. Certainly it 
is worthy of a dignified, a dispassionate, a 
thoughtful reply. This objection had 
such weight that an overwhelming ma- 
jority of the citizeus of Worcester ratified 
it with a ‘‘yes”’ vote. They issued one 
hundred licenses at one thousand dollars 
apiece. Think of it—one hundred thousand 
dollars poured into the municipal ex- 
chequer from liquor licenses. 

Now every fair, unprejudiced voter will 
be willing to considei—did it pay? Well 
the clergymen. Poh! What do they 
know about business, anyway? Never- 
theless, they organized, districted, and 
systematically canvassed the city. They 
carefully examined intu the increased or 
decreased expenses or receipts of every 
saloon, every retail store, the police court, 
the almsbouse, together with the various 
charitable organizations,

licenses, they actually lost in trade, and 
increased charities that were entailed by 
poverty and crime—:hink of it, they 
actually lost two miltion dollars,—Tem- 
perance Cause.

No Fat Dividends, 


Messrs. Epirors: I noticed last week 
in your paper a comment by the Wey- 
mouth Gazette on the prospect of fine 
earnings by the Quincy and Boston Street 
Railway and of fat dividends for the stock- 
holders. All citizens are very glad to see 
the street railway doing such a good busi- 
ness, but the company should be notified 
that all dividends above a fair return for 
asafe investment, say 4 per cent. will in 
the near future be considered as ‘* water,” 
and that when the time comes to double 
track and pave the whole length of Han- 
cock street, no excuses will be taken as a 
reason for the issue of additional stock to 
meet the expense.

RHUBARB CHARLOTTE. Butter baking 
dish thoroughly and cover bottom an inch 
deep with fine bread crumbs, then a layer 
of rhubarb peeled and cut in small pieces. 
Cover thickly with sugar, then bread 
crumbs and bits of butter and so on until 
dish is full. Bake in slow oven until brown 
on top. Serve cold. 


Rxyvupakrs CreEAM Pie, Make rhubarb 
sauce by stewing soft with plenty of sugar; 
beat in each cupful two teaspoonsful of 
smooth corn starch and the yolks of two 
eggs. Bake in an open crust, and make 
meringue of the whites of three eggs. 


Porrep CuIcKEN. Use three-quarters 
chicken and one-quarter ham cooked, chop 
fine, and grind to paste. Add butter, salt 
and pepper and pack in closely in small, 
stone jars. Set these in hot water, place in 
the oven and bake slowly an hour anda 
half. When cold pour over the top melted 
butter or lard, sufficient to cover it well 
and keep in a cool place, 

CHOCOLATE JELLY. Stir together one- 
half box of gelatine (dissolved), one and 
one-half pints of warm milk, one-half cake 
of melted chocolate and one cupful of 
sugar. Strain in a mould. Serve witb 
whipped cream. 


Cocoanut Macaroons, Stir in to- 
gether the whites of two eggs (veaten stiff), 
one grated cocoanut and its weight in 
powdered sugar. Work it until it becomes 
a soft paste, and drop on buttered and 
papered tins. Bake in a slow oven. 


Tapioca CREAM. Soak two tablespoons- 
ful of tapioca in a little milk all night; add 
one quart of boiling milk, yolks of three 
eggs, and one-half cupful of sugar. Boil 
together; add one teaspoonful of vanilla, 
and bake. Make a meringue of the whites 
of three eggs.

staircase at the west entrance of the Capi- 
tol building at Albany, N. Y., 
practically completed, and as it now stands 


constructions of its kind in the world. The 


have been consumed in building it. The 


inches by 69 feet 10 inches, and the height 
from the tile floor of the first story to the 
uppermost cornice in the dome is 119 feet. 

The stairway consists of broad central 
rows of steps, starting in the corridors and 
extending through the centre openings be- 
tween the cylindrical piers. ‘The lower 
steps of each flight are constructed in con- 
vex curves, which serves to increase the 
length of the steps and makes it possible to 
introduce a platform or break in the steps 
about one-third the way up each flight. 
These platforms in turn are flanked by 
short rows of stairs on two sides, which ex- 
tend at right angles to the main or central 
flights. These secondary flights extend to 
platforms which reach to the walls, and 
from these platforms next the walls four 
rows of steps, two from each platform, 
extend upward to the next floor, which 
also forms the landing of the central flight. 

It will be seen that this construction pro- 
vides for four wells, and these help to pro- 
vide a plentiful supply of light and air to 
the lower floors. The central portion of 
the stairs is supported by eight bearings, 
Testing upon moulded granite bases, and 
extending up from the foundations to a 
height of three and a half stories. 

The decorations of the staircase are very 
elaborate. On the central ledge on the 
north side, for example, there is a head of 
Columbus carved in relief, with the three 
caravels used by him in the first voyage to 
America. The western ledge is decorated 
with the Viking ship, while on the east 
ledge is a modern steamship, both of these 
being in bass relief. The sculptured work is 
cut upon a plain surface surrounded by rich 
foliage. The rails, the steps, the 
upon which the balustrades rest, and in 
short almost every exposed surface is also 
richly and tastefully decorated.—Scientifi

Sea Air, 


Considerable discussion has taken place 
as to the comparative value of marine air 
and land air. The reports from our navies 
and merchant marine service go to show a 
very great immunity from certain forms of 
disease on the part of persons much on our 
seas and inland waters, and of residents 
along coasts of such waters. Humidity is 
not necessarily against health. 

It is found that marine nations suffer 
less than others from pulmonary troubles, 
are more free from heart disturbances, not 
so given to suicides, less inclined to lead 
travelers to homesickness, 

It is very plain that soil moisture is a 
great cause of malaria. There is a hint 
here as to proper advice to give certain 
patients. And we learn from these facts 
that healthy air is not always alone on ele- 
vations, 

We see bow importantis the air. We 
can delay for a time food, drink, etc., but 
we must have air at once or die on the 
spot. We can select food where we are, 
but the air must be taken as it is. We re- 
quire about 3,000 cubic feet of fresh air 
every hour. Good pure air must not be 
sacrificed for the sake of even temperature. 
Hence comes the demand for suitable ven- 
tilation, allowing of both fresh air and 
comfortable temperature. 

Air has relation to our breathing. We 
begin earth life by a breath, and when we 
stop breathing we die. When we consider 
that the lungs of each person are composed 
on an average of 175,000,000 cells, we see 
whata delicate process inhalation is, aud 
can readily infer how important it is we 
should breathe into such a wonderfully com- 
plicated apparatus as the lungs, only the 
purest air obtainable. Air concerns a large 
part of our physical system, The lung 
cells spread out would cover a surface, it is 
said, thirty times greater than the super- 
ficies of the human body. All this surface 
must be reached by fresh air several times 
every minute, 


Fruit Stains, 


In struggling with fruit or ink stains on 
white or light fabrics, do not wash the arti- 
cles before app!ying remedies. To do so 
sets the stain almost indelibly, and then it 
has to pass through all stages until time 
and the laundry leave but a pale yellow re- 
minder, which. consummation does 
follow usually until the fabric is thread 
bare. For berry stains have some one hold 
the cloth so that it sags a little, and pour 
absolutely boiling water through the spot; 
rub well. If this fails, light a bit of sul- 
pbur and hold under the wet spot—a 
lighted match will answer. The sul- 
phurous gas usually does the work, the 
stain gradually disappearing. But there 
are some that, like Lady Macbeth’s 
**damned spot,” will not *‘out’’—peach 
stains for example. Then you must have 
recourse to salts of lemon, which is good, 
but apt to leave a hole in lieu of the stain. 
By extreme carefulness in its use, how- 
ever, it will pot do so much dire damage. 
Take a sunny day for the task; first 
moisten the spot, and then rub on a very 
little of the salts of lemon; lay the linen in 
the sun for two or three minutes, and then 
wash thoroughly with soap and warm 
water. Success nearly always follows.

No question but an adequate 
supply can be obtained at Blue Hill, but 
was question as to cost. To Engineer 
Tidd's figures must be added land damages, 
water rights, conduits, more machinery, 
etc. From the Metropolitan assessment 
of $22,000 a saving of about $9,000 for 
maintenance of pumping station could be 
effected. 

Councilman Bryant got Mr. Whitman to 
say that Basin No. 2, with additional ca- 
pacity of 320,900 gallons per day might last 
ten years.

For the Patriot. 
Letter from State House. 


Boston, June 5, 1895. 

The legislature of 1895 is apparently 
going into history with a very fair record. 
It is not the best which has been seen and 
is by no means the worst. The senate has 
averaged well in ability. Of course it bas 
rejected many bills which have passed the 
house, but that is the usual course of 
events, while the house kills comparatively 
few senate bills. 

In the house there has been also a fully 
average grade of intelligence, while there 
has been a gratifying absence of scandal. 
The surroundings of the house have 
clearly not heen conducive to the best 
legislation. The magnificence of the new 
hall does not compensate for its poor 
acoustic qualities, nor does the ease of the 
$45 chairs make amends for the indifference 
and propensity to conversation which they 
seem to foster in the members. Further 
than this, there is the luxury and con- 
venience of the smoking and reading room 
and of the great settees in the long corri- 
dor. These are well patronized by the 
members when they ought to be in their 
seats, giving attention to the pleas made 
for or against measures and qualifying 
themselves to pass a righteous judgment. 
The attitude of the speaker has been al- 
together too much in favor of rushing 
business. Neither he nor the majority of 
the members seem to realize yet that the 
business of law-making is of great deli- 
cacy and importance, both. These 
matters are not to be turned off thought- 
lessly. We all know with what care we 
prepare a legal document in our private 
business, how we are sure that everything 
is exactly right according to technicalities. 
Yet the members, who make the standard 
for these legal forms, are singularly care- 
less and the speaker has pressed them to 
their utmost speed, as if a bill were to be 
treated like a base ball, the further it can 
be hit, so much better is the work done. 
There is mach need of a reform in this 
respect. 

The mora! tone of the house has been 
good. It has been favorably disposed in 
most cases toward whatever tends for the 
uplifting of the community and has kept 
its good name unsullied. Very likely there 
have been things done which would not 
read well, bul they have not come to 
public notice and the legislation has been 
as much on its merits as usual, which is 
only a part of the case, for other influences 
are always acting. 

The course of the senate in refusing, by 
9 to 20, to pass the Holyoke police bill 
over the veto was parallel with that of the 
house regarding the veto of the Woburn 
bill, while the senate concurred with the 
house in passing over the veto the little 
salary raise of $200 for the clerk of the 
Brockton police court. The action of 
each branch upon the police-bill vetoes 
seemed to be an indication that the 
republican party hereafter, as well as tbe 
democratic, is to be iatrusted with the 
doctrine of local self-government and that a 
sharp halt bas been called in the dis- 
position of cities to run to the State house 
for help whenever the rough element in 
them becomes so strong that it requires 
bard work toputitduwn, But the course 
of the legislature this year has been 
thorough and the state will be the better 
for it. 

By a large majority, 37 toS2 the house 
has refused to order to a third reading the 
bill to require the state tu buy 100 of the 
McTammany voting machines, provided 
the cities and towns could be persuaded to 
order them. The machine has been set up 
in the State hous® for several weeks for 
inspection of the members, but they found 
fatal objections to it, chief of which was 
the fact that the voter cannot see whether 
or not his vote has been cast. 

The vote of the house against the bill 
to abolish the Boston City Council and to 
substitute a single board of 27 councillors 
was almost unanimous, The debate in 
favor of the bill was poorly sustained, 
while the arguments against it were 
numerous and convincing. Surely it was 
well that this theoretical scheme was 
nipped in the bud. 

The legislature of 1895 came to the end 
of its labors on Wednesday, June 5, against 
prorogation last year on July 2. There 
has been nearly as much business done 
according to the number of matters, but 
the Blue book will not be as large because 
several of the acts of last year were codifi- 
cations of large bodies of statutes and did 
not represent the genuine original doings 
of the legislature. This year there has 
been nothing of the sort, nor have there 
been as many contested matters as there 
were last year. In 1894 there were 1196 
matters presented and in 1895 about 1,200. 
There were killed in 1804 some 535 and ip 
1895 about 580. Io 1804 there were passed 
661 and in 1895, according to the final 
speech of the speaker, about 643. This is 
just about an equality. 

The legislature of 1895 goes out of 
existence in favorable circumstances, They 
did not permit themselves to be crowded 
by their leaders into the haste of trying to 
be prorogues last Saturday night, which 
could have been accomplished only by 
sacrifice of the public business, but they 
stuck to their work like men who are 
determined first of all todo it well. For 
that determination, adhered to under 
adverse circumstances, the rank and file of 
the house merit commendation at the 
expense of the leaders. The consequence 
was that the business was weil done and 
the representatives need not be ashamed of 
the way in which they went out of office. 

There has been no open scandal attach- 
iug to the members of either branch, and 
if there is any in the legislation, it bas not 
come to the surface yet. Ido know of at 
least ope matter in which there was a job, 
but it failed to have any support aod met a 
speedy death in the house. Suspicions 
have attached to certain other measures, 
but they have had the warm opposition of 
the members, and as far as is known now 
the acts of the session are as clean as those 
of any legislature. It is almost impossible 
for the Biue book to be made without giv- 
ing somebody advantages. That is what 
Jegislation is for, in a broad and right 
sense,—to make it easier for meritorious 
men and measures to advance and to make 
it harder for knaves to plunder the public 
and to use the machinery of the govern- 
ment for their special behoof. 

The doings of the last few days were at 
times exciting. On Tuesday the sending 
in of two vetoes at once has probably 
never been parallelled before in the history 
of the state. The bills were both salary 
bills and the house sustained the vetoes by 
a decidedly large vote. But the legislature, 
in both branches, has acted with indepen 
dence, It took the partof the veterans 
against the governor in passing over the 
velo, by very large majorities in each 
branch, the bill to give compulsory pref- 
erence to veterans in appoiutments to the 
civil service. Personally, 1 cannot but 
express my conviction that the governor 
was right, though the legislature went so 
strongly the other way. In the matter of 
salaries, the legislature showed its sense of 
justice in passing a littie $200 raise fora 
Brockton police court clerk, but it refused 
by 77 yeas to 9S nays, far less than the 
necessary two-thirds, to pass over the veto 
the salary bill for the benefit of Insurance 
Commissioner Merrill. 

The important acts of the session have 
been many. Speaker Meyer mentioned, 
in his farewell, the Boston water supply, 
the revision of the Boston charter, the ex- 
tension of the subway act, and a few others, 
but he might have added the bill for the 
observance of Sunday, that for the pre- 
vention of gaming, to regulate the use of 
tuberculin and for payment for condemned 
animals, and others. The political legisla- 
tion bas been important, but not all the 
measures have passed. The vetoes of the 
Holyoke and Woburn police bills will 
probably be of as high historical im- 


portance as any acts of the session. The 
defeat of the bill to prevent bucket-shop 
gambling will probably be followed next 
year by another effort for its passage. The 
gypsy moth gets $150,000; the highway 
commission, #2400,000; the Medfield 
asylum $300,000 and the total appropria- 
tion by the legislature, regular aad special, 


amount to $8,488,000. But the state 
tax will be only $1,500,000 which is as 
smaj] as it has been in recen* years, 


while it has been as high as $2,500,000. 
But the people do not feel this state tax, 
whether high or low, compared with their 
city and town taxes. The state calls for 
almost nothing in comparision with the 
local needs. When the work and ex- 
pense of the session are reviewed by the 
thoughtful citizen, he will find that it has 
been mostly well spent for the good of the 
public. RULE.

Reminscences of Seth Dewing. Demperauce.

Mounting Photographs. 

The satisfactory mounting of photo- 
graphs is a troublesome operation, and the 
following suggestion from a contributor to 
the Outlook may be of assistance to ama- 
teurs: I have found a method by which a 
photograph or engraving can be mounted 
on the thinnest paper without curling or 
wrinkling. If the picture is a photograph, 
it should be ironed out smooth with a hot 
iron and then trimmed.

Place the picture on the 
page in pusitiun and mark just inside the 
corners, Remove the picture and take 
some of the mucilage on a ruling pen and 
draw a heavy line of mucilage from one 
point to another, soasto make a line of 
mucilage all around the place where the 
picture isto be. As soon as the mucilage 
is sticky put the picture in place anda 
book over itto keep it flat. When dry,

Reckless Bicycle Riding.

Ouse thing is sure, unless a reform 
is speedily inaugurated and vigorously 
carried out there will be no difficulty an- 
other year in getting ten thousand signers 
to petitions to make the law far more 
stringent than it now is.—Waltham Free

Let the 
talesman tell the truth ; say the evidence 
can change his opinion. The intelligent 
man who reads the newspapers is a most 
acceptable juror.

On the front bevel the word Illinois will 
be cut in raised block letters and on the 
polished front will be cut the inscriptions.

A Noted Inventor, 


Silas S. Pu’ man died at his residence on 
Neponset avenue, Dorchester, on Monday 
evening. 

He was born at Hartford, N. Y, io 
1822, and was a direct descendant of 
Israel Patnam. His father, Dr. Israel 
Putnam, was a surgeon in the war of 
1812, 

He removed toSyracuse when a young 
man, and later to Boston, and has lived in 
Dorchester for 35 years. He married Ann 
M. Whitmarsh in 1851, About 1852 he 
invented the first spring curtain fixture, 
and was engaged in their manufacture for 
many years, 

He also invented a machine for the 
manufacture of horse shoe nails, which 
has been successfully used. The nail was 
adopted by the United States Government 
during the Civil War for the cavlary 
horses. 

New Era Coffee, a preparation for in- 
valids, was also an idea of Mr. Putnam's. 

The concaved reflector used by locomo- 
tives in connection with the headlight was 
another discovery of his. 

He constructed a bicycle, as long ago as 
1860, which is very similar to the safety in 
use at the present time, but never had it 
patented.

Councilman Russell believed Quincy 


should have at least one building of stone 
to represent its chief industry. 

Chairman Crane said the school com- 
mittee approved of all plans with con- 
ditions. He wanted a building where 
the sun’s rays entered every room some 
time during the day. 

Councilmau Shackely said there was a 
difference of 2972 feet in floor space be- 
tween the “Diamond E” plan and 
Randlett & Howe plans. 

Councilman Sprague said he did not see 
the need of an assembly hall which cost 
money. 

Councilman Nickerson said the difference 
between hall and no hall was only about 
3500. 

The amendments offered by Council- 
man Shackley were voted down. 

The Council also refused to pass the 
original order to a second reading. 

Councilman Spear moved to refer back 
to petitions, 

Councilman Sprague wanted to doubt 
the vote in the ordering to a second read- 
ing the schoolhouse order ; in order to get 
a yea and nay vote, but the chair ruled 
that it was then too late, 

Councilman Bigelow offered an order

When he 
made his investigation the feasibility of 
the Metropolitan supply had not been dis 
cussed and his investigation was for a plant 
independent of the Quincy Water Co. He 
would not advise it now except to get sup- 
ply to last until the Metropolitan system 
was in working order and believed it folly 
for Quincy to go ahead with a new supply. 

Under the provision of the bill Quincy 
could not take a new source of supply with- 
out permission of the Legislature except in 
case of necessity. 

Councilman Bryant said we have got to 
have more water some time and there was 
no doubt in his mind but what Quincy 
could buy water without going into it now. 
He did not believe we had got to buy 
water this year. According to the Water 
Commissioners we have got to build that 
dam anyway. It will be a number of 
years before we get the Metropolitan sup- 


ply and we have got to expend $74,000 
anyway. In 1905 Quincy may be a part of 
Boston, It was a bad plan to buy a pig in 


| the bag. He did not believe the Commis 
sioner would charge an exorbitant price. 
He would like to ask the chairman of the 
Water board how long Quincy had to come 
into the Metropolitan system. 

Chairman Pattee in reply said be could 
not tell how long. He also said be had 


been misquoted .in regard to Quincy's 
supply. What he said was ‘If this proves 
to be a dry year our reservoir will be 


brought to so low a point that the water 
will not be fit for domestic use and water 
would have to be purchased.” 

Councilman Bigelow Mr. 
said a reservoir can be built near the pres- 
ent one for $50,000 or $60,000, They say 
as much water runs out of the dam six 
months out of the twelve as is used. He 
would guarantee to get a contractor to 
build a reservoir for $100,000 at Blue Hill 
river. 

Councilman Adams said by section 23 of 
the bill Quincy can not take the Blue Hill 
supply. He would assume that we could 
go into the Metropolitan system as cheap in 
Experts tell us we can- 
not draw out water much lower than last 
year without dangerto health. We have 
got to assume if we have a dry season we 
must have more water and we must place 
ourselves in a position to get it. Blue Hill 
would add 33 per cent. to our present 
supply, which could not last more than 
five years. Statistics show that the popn- 
lation doubles in twenty years. Last year 
without any increase of population we 
have increased the supply of water used 
and their are many places where pipes 
should be laid. Add the fact of the in- 
crease of population and we must have 25 
per cent, more water and with the advent 
of the sewer it is evident that it will not 
last over five years, How can we get the 
water for five years the cheapest ? 

It would cost $100,000 to get water from 
Blue Hill and we could not use it for a 
year and ahalf. Can wenot get water 
cheaper from the Metropolitan system? It 
will cost us in5 years $3,000. In the 
mean time we can purchase water cheaper

Our Duty in the Strife. 


What is universally true of the liquor 
traftic, in its relations to public and private 
virtue, becomes more alarming on account 
of certain peculiar conditions in our 
national life at the present time, Itis not 
too much to say that we liveina time 
when opportunity is only equalled by the 
perils that come with it. The country is 
growing rich and popular, as no country 
ever grew before. Thousands upon 
thousands of foreigners come every year to 
our shores, among them some of the excel- 
lent of the earth, and they are welcome; 
but there are many other thousands who 
bring to America only evil. They are 
reinforcements to the evils that already 
curse us, and by instinct join forces with 
the saloon as they pass the doors of Castle 
Garden, 

What are we todo? There is but one 
answer. In allright ways we must fight 
the liquor power wherever and whenever 
we find it. The end we seek is deliverance 
from the curse of drunkenness. As not 
only helpful, but indispensible to this end, 
we propose the prohibition of the sale of 
intoxicating liquors. This cannot be done 
in a day, or by the short-lived enthusiasm 
of a hot campaign, Our enemy is old, 
and he is strong. His dethronement will 
not be an easy task. It may take a long 
time. Wemust use all the resources we 
now command, and diligently gather more 
for future contests. 

First, second and last, we must teach not 
only the right of prohibition and the 
iniquity of the liquor traffic, we must also 
teach the evils of drunkenness, not merely 
the infirmity and the disease of it, but the 
sin of it. And we must teach them the 
peril of the drink habit itself. We must 
teach not only the waste of drunkenness, 
but the spiritual death that follows it, Oa 
no ground cap we wake peace with the 
liquor traffic. The war must go on till the 
end, Great progress bas been made; there 
is greater before us. This war will outlast 
our life time; be it We will fight to 
the end, and hand down to our children a 
cause that cannot die.

A very 
fluffy white chiffon boa has a daisy caught 
between each puff, while delicate blue boas 
are scattered with little clusters of forget- 
me-nots. 

The uses of ribbon are manifold, and a 
gown for youthful women is seldom com 
plete without some touches of ribbon on 
the bodice at least. The new chine 
flowered ribbons of every color and width 
called the Dresden and Pompadour ribbon 
are in wonderful demand. They are used 
both by dressmakers and miliiners, and in 
dainty fancy work. One more word re- 
specting ribbon. It is very fashionable to 
have braces of black satin ribbon fastened 
on the shoulders severally by a rosette of 
the same. The brace disappears under the 
satin waistband, but a bow with upstand- 
ing loops marks its introduction. The 
ribbon reappears below the belt, and is 
then carried to the skirt hem, ending 
under a huge butterfly bow of satin.

STRAWBERRY SHORTCAKE. Mix to- 
gether, as for pie crust, four cupfuls of 
flour, one cupful of milk, two teaspoonfuls 
of baking-powder, one-half teaspoonful of 
salt, one cupful of lard, and one cupfal of 
butter, adding the latter by bits on rolled 
dough as for pastry. Roll two pieces half 
an inch thick; spread one with butter, and 
lay the other over. Bake and spread 
(serving at once) with strawberries sweet- 
ened and wet with cream. Serve with 
berries and cream. 


LEMONADE. Pare the yellow rind from 
two lemons in thin pieces; put it in a 
pitcher; squeeze in the juice of four 
lemons; add one-half pint of sugar and 
one quart of boiling water. Stir well, and 
serve either very hot or iced, 

CorreE CaAkrE, One cup of strong 
coffee, one cup of butter, one cup of 
molasses, one cup of sugar, two eggs, four 
cups of flour, one tablespoonful of cin- 
pnawon, one of cloves, one pound of raisins, 
one of currants and one level tablespoonful 
of soda. 


STRAWBERRIES IN JELLY. Half-cup 
gelatine, one and one-half cups sugar, 
one lemon, one cup cold water, two cups 
boiling water, one pint capped strawberries. 
Make a lemon jelly and when it begins to 
form, arrange the berries in regular order 
in the bottom of a mould wet with cold 
water. Pour the jelly in upon them, and 
put all on the ice until the jelly is cold and 
hard. Turn out ona platter and garnish 
with whipped cream, 


STRAWBERRY CHARLOTTE. Boil five 
teaspoonfuls of rice five minutes in water; 
strain and boil tender in one quart of milk, 
Rub the rice through a sieve; add any 
milk not absorbed, one-half box of 
dissolved gelatine to one pint of rice, and 
one-half cupful of sugar. Cook together 
one minute. When cool, add one teaspoon- 
ful of vanilla and the whites of two eggs, 
beaten stiff. When cold, pour over it one 
quart of hulled strawberries, and pile up 
with whipped cream. 

Household Hints, 

If you heat your knife you can cut hot 
bread as smoothly as cold. 

Powdered pipe clay mixed with water 
will remove oil stains from wall paper. 


When anything has been spilled on the 
stove, or milk has boiled over and a 
suffocating smoke arises, sprinkle the spot 
with salt and it will quickly disappear. 


To clean nickel on stoves, wet soda 
with ammonia, apply with an old tooth 
brush, and rub off with a woolen cloth, 


By rubbing with a flannel cloth dipped 
in whiting the brown discoloration may be 
taken off cups which haye been used for 
baking. 

Orange juice served with strawberries, 
instead of cream, is a pleasant variety, and 
particularly agreeable to those who find 
the cream and fruit upwholesome 
combination.

To keep cake and sandwiches fresh for 
several days, wrap them up in a wet cloth 
and keep them from the air. This method 
will also hold good for buns and coffee 
cake. 


Perspiration stains may be removed 
from the sleeves of white woolen or silk 
dresses by sponging with warm water, into 
which ammonia has been poured, and then 
with clear water, Press the place before it 
becomes dry. 


To wash summer silks remove all grease 
or other spots with soap and water before 
proceeding. Make a solution of a tea 
spoonful of ammonia and a little soap in a 
pail of water, and in this dip the silk 
again and again until the dirt Is removed. 
Do not wring out, but press between the 
hands, Rinse in water from which the 
chill is gone, and hang in @ shady place 
until partly dry when lay between two 
cloths, and press with a hot iron,

From eight until ten o'clock a public 
hearing was given relative to the sewer act 
passed by the Legislature of 1895, which 
will be submitted Lo the voters July 9. 

Chairman Rice of the Sewer Committee 
explained tne bill, It was very similar to 
the act of two years ago, but wider in its} 
scope, providing that the disposal may be 
into the Boston sewer at Squantum or at 
Nat Island. That the City Council shall 
determine later the system of payment. 
lt authorizes an expenditure of $400,000 
payable within 40 years ata rate of interest 
not exceeding five per cent. Engineers 
Branch and Whitman had had the assist- 
ance of Mr. Noyes of the State Board aud 
the gentlemen would explain the system, 

Engineer Branch claimed his system was 
an advance over that of Engineer Blake 
in that it required but one pumping station 
where two was contemplated. By changing 
the location from the city farm to a point 
just north of Merry Mount park it would 
collect: by gravity the sewage of practically 
all of the city. Either of the outfalls sug- 
gested were feasible. O herwise the 
system was the same as Mr. Blake's. 

Mr. Noyes read an exhaustive report. 
He bad examined the various plans pro- 
posed from time to time. It was necessary 
he said to have several points of discharge 
or collect at one point and pump. The 
State Board would be against a great dis- 
charge either into the Neponset river or 
Town river bay, therefore the scheme now 
proposed seemed the most feasible and bad 
his endorsement. The location of the 
pumping station was well selected. He 
recommended the enlargement of some of 
the intercepting sewers. It would be nec- 
essary to collect the Quincy Point district 
sewage near Bent’s creek, He esti- 
mated the cost of intercepting sewers at 
$199,767 80. The additional 24 miles of 
street mains could be built for $6,000 per 
mile. The pumping plant would cost 
341,000, the force mains $51,000, the land 
damages $27,300, aod the intercepting 
sewers $199,767 8U ; a total of $319,067 80. 
The Moon Island outfall was preferable if 
favorable terms could be made with 


Boston. 
Solicitor Blackmur in reply to a query as 
to the Boston assessment said Quincy 


would be taken in for considerably less 


than $2,000 per year. Where Boston 
emptied 71 millions of gallons daily 


Quincy would not empty one million, One 
seventy-first of the cost would be less than 
$1,000, Contract would probably be for 
five years. What Boston received would 
be clear profit, as the addition would not 
be perceptible. 

H. H. Faxon got in bis usual rap at 
experts, Dd not think $400,000 would 
begin to put in the system for the whole 
city. Did uot expect favorable terms from 
Boston. To Councilman Bryant he said 
he favored sewer for the Centre only. 

A. L, Baker gave an example of the 
great cost to many for cleaning out cess- 
pools which filled within a month. 

Ex-Councilman Fallon said 24 miles 
would not begin to cover the city. It was 
not right to tax all for the accommodation 
of even two-thirds, In Engineer Blake's 
retraction we bad an example of the 
small value of expert opinions. 

In reply toa query Mr. Whitman said 
the city now had 65 miles of water mains 

H. If. Faxon raised the calamity cry of 
depreciating estates, and burdensome 
taxes. 

George F. Pinkham thonght 
the time for a sewer system. It is more 
than a matter of expense. It is a matter 
of life or death. We expect it will cost.

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The Engineer’s Report. 


The acceptance of the sewer act 1s the 
important business now before the voters 
of the city, and the investigation and re- 
port of Engineer Noyes on the subject will 
be of value. The Patri T presents it in 
full below:

GeNTLEMEN:—In accordance with 
of the various plans which have been pro- 
posed for the disposal of the sewage and for 
providing for the drainage from the City of 
Quincy, and to r port my conclusions there- 
upon, I have made, so far as the time at my 
disposal would permit, an examination of 
the topegraphy and a superficial examination 
of the geo’ogical formation of the various 
drainage areas with'n the limits of Quincy, 
and my conclusiens as to the character of 
the material end of the difficulties to be en- 
countered in the construction of the sewers 
are based upon the information thus ob- 
tained, and upon a somewhat limited amount 
of information obtained from persons who 
have made excavation or have knowledge 
of the character of the materials excavated 
within the areas referred to, and I herewith 
respectfully submit a report, giving the re- 
sults of these examinations and the conclu- 
sions reached. 

I have received through the courtesy of 
Messrs. H. T. Whitman and E. W. Branch, 
your local engineers copies of the town re- 
ports of Quincy for the years 1834.5, 1885-6, 
1886-7, a copy of the city documents of 
Quincy for the year 1889, and a copy ofa 
report and plan made to you by Messrs. 
Whitman and Branch, under date of March 
4th, 1895. These reports and plans contain, 
so faras known, all the literature aud in- 
formation available upon the question of 
providing for the disposal of the sewage and 
for the drainage of Quincy. 

The first document referred to, contains a 
report of a special committee on sewerage 
for the Town of Quincy, and the plan con- 
sidered was to provide drainage for a small 
portion of the town; bat for the portions 
having the largest population, It was pro- 
posed by this plan to collect and discharge 
the sewage at two points, namely, into deep 
water near the shipyard at Quincy Point, 
and into the canal which is tributary to the 
Town river, just below the tide mill dam. 

The second document contained a report 
of the selectmen of the town, and was ac- 
companied by a report and plan made by 
Eliot C. Clarke, C. E., upon a proposed 
system of sewerage. It provided for taking 
the drainage from the portions of the town 
containing the largest population, and it was 
proposed to discharge the sewage into deep 
water at three points, namely, into the Wey- 
mouth Fore river at Quincy Point, into 
‘Town river below the tide mill dam and into 
the Neponset river. 

The third report contained in the city 
document for the year 1889, made by Percy 
M. Blake, C. E., also provided for taking 
the drainage from the portion of Quincy 
having the greatest population. By this 
plan it was proposed to collect and carry by 
gravity the sewage from a part of the city 
having the largest population at two points, 


and by the use of pumps to carry the sewage 
in pipes and discharge the same into deep 
water, off either Gull Point or Nut Island. 

The report and plan submitted, made by 
Messrs. Whitman and Branch, under date of 
March 4th, 1&5, provides drainage for all 
portions of Quincy, except that portion 
known as Houghs Neck and Squantum. 
This plan provides for sewers which will 
collect and carry the sewage by gravity toa 
point near Merry Mount park, from which 
point the sewage will be raised by the use of 
pumps, carried in pipes and discharged into 
either the conduits of the Boston main 
drainage works at Squantum, and finally 
disposed of into deep water off Moon Island, 
or discharged into deep water off Nut 
Island. 

Topographically considered, Quincy is 
divided into five principal drainage areas, 
namely, that of Billings creek, receiving the 
drainage from portions of the villages of 
Atlantic and Montclair, and discharging 
into the Neponset river; Sachem brook, 
receiving the drainage from the villages of 
Wollaston and Norfolk Downs, and dis- 
charging into Quincy bay; Furnace brook, 
receiving the drainage from a_ principal 
portion of Quincy Centre and from the vil- 
lage of West Quincy, ard discharging into 
Black creek, which is tributary to Quincy 
bay; that of Town brook, receiving the 
drainage from a portion of Quincy Centre 
and from the village of South Quincy, and 
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discharging into Town river bay, tributary 
of Weymouth Fore river, and that of the 
brook taking the drainage from a portion of 
Quincy Point, and tributary to Bent’s creek. 

There are a large number of other minor 
watersheds, the drainsge from which dis- 
charges directly into the tidal estuaries 
bounding Quincy on three sides. A con- 
siderable portion of these watersheds is 
elevated only a few feet above high tide 
level, but the land is suitable for building 
and has been to extent 
already improved. 

Since the first three plans, name'y, that of 
a committee of the town in 1881-5, that of 
Eliot C. Clarke in 1886-7 and that of Percy 
M. Blake in 1889 were made, large tracts of 
land have been improved, streets laid out and 
constructed, and there has been a large in- 
crease in the population of the city, and any 
plan to be now considered feasible should 
provide for taking the drainage from all 
portions of the city. 

In order to collect and discharge the 
sewage from all portions of Quincy, it will 
be necessary to have a number of points of 
discharge, or to collect it at one or more 
central points and pump the sewage to an 
elevation which will permit of its discharge 
into deep water where the tidal current will 
be sufficient to carry the sewage discharged 
away from the shores of, Quincy, as well as 
from any other place where it would be 
likely to cause a nuisance 

Examinations made and _ co clusions 
reached by the State Board of Health, as set 
forth in their letter of advice to a committee 
on sewerage for the Town of Quincy, under 
date of Ju'y 6th, 1888, indicates that there 
would be, from a sanitary standpoint, serious 
objections to discharging any considerable 
amount of sewage into the waters of the 
Neponset river or the Town River bay, and 
it may also be safely assumed that it will 
not be permissible to discharge sewage at the 
numerous points it would be necessary to dv, 
if the collection and discharge were effected 
by gravity. 

The plan proposed by Messrs. Whitman 
and Branch provides for a more nearly per- 
fect system for taking the drainage froma 
larger portion of the territory than either of 
the other plans, and in view of the changed 
conditions of development and population, 
it is, in my opinion, a more feasible plan 
thau any other yet proposed. 

The report referred to describes at some 
length the details of the plan proposed. I 
have, through Messrs. Whitman and Branch, 
made estimates of the area of the territory 
}contributing to the differeut inter:epting 
sewers, and of the probable future popula- 
tion to be provided for in each section. I 
have also estimated the probable cost of con- 
structing the system, as far as can be 
determined from the examination which 
have been made. 

The site proposed for the pumping station 
and to which it is proposed to collect the 
sewage, appears to have bee. well selected. 

I have advised increasing slightly the 
| size of the intercepting sewers to provide for 
a popu'ation somewhat larger than that 
originally estimated for, and to provide for 
the infiltration of a certain amount of ground 
| water. Most of the intercepting sewers will 
be below tide level and below norma! level 
lof the water in the ground, and even with 
| the best of care being used in constructing 
the sewers, there will be more or less leakage 
of ground water which should be provided 
for. 

The grades or inclinations for the sewers, 
as proposed by the plan, will in general give 
a velocity of flow sufficient to make the 
sewers nearly, if not quite, self-cleaning, 
and the sewers will have as great a slope as 
will be permissible, and at the same time be 
laid low enough to take the drainage from 
the extreme outer portions of the city.

Our further examinations have indicated 
that the drainage from Quincy Point 
can be best provided for by a sewer tobe 
laid from the main intercepting sewer at 
Glencoe Place through the valley of the 
brook tributary to Bent’s creek. This sewer 
will extend to Washington street at Wharf 
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street, and will provide for taking the 
drainage from substantially all of the ter- 
ritory at Quincy Point. 

It has seemed advisable that the proposed 
sewers leading from the pumping station to 
the vari us villages be considered as ma n 
or intercepting 8 wers and be included in the 
estimate for the same. We have therefore 
estimated that the sewer from the proposed 
station through Merry Mount 
avenue, Wester street, Atlantic avenue to 
Woodbine street, be considered a main in- 
tercepting sewer to provide drainage from 
Norfolk Dow s, Atlantic, Wollaston and 
Monte'air; that the sewer through Wood- 
bine street, Willet street, Faxon street to 
Squautum street be consi!ered as intercept- 
ing sewer to provide drainage for Norfolk 
Downs and Atlantic; the sewer through 
Woodbine street and Farrington strest to 
Central street be cous'dered as an intercept- 
ing sewer for Wollaston and Montcla’r; the 
sewer to extend from the proposed pumping 
Station to Coddington street and through 
Newcomb and Canal streets, Washington 
street and Elm street to Glencoe Place be 
considered the intercepting sewer to take the 
drainage from Quincy Centre, South Quincy 
and Quincy Point; that the sewer from 
Glencoe Place to Quincy street at Water 


street and through Water street be 
considered as the intercepting sewer to 
take the drainage from South Quincy; 


that the intercepting sewer from Glencoe 

Place and in the valley of the brook 

discharging into Bent’s creek to South 

street, and in South street, from the brook 
te Washington street at Wharf street be 
considered an intercepting sewer for Quincy 

Point; that the sewer from the main sewer 

near the pumping station through the valley 

of Furnace brook to Crescent street be con- 
sidered an intercepting sewer for West 

Quincy. The other sewers may be consi- 

dered as lateral or collecting sewers. 

The following is a memorandum of our 
estimate of the cost of these intercepting 
sewers:

A careful numeration of the streets in the 
territory requiring sewers in the immediate 
future indicate a total length of between 
twenty-three and twenty-four miles. 

The estimate made by Messrs. Whitman 
and Branch, namely, a cost of about $6,000 
a mile, exclusive of cost of ledge excavation 
and land damages, is in my opinion a safe 
one. 

The estimate of the cost of the pumping 
station, which includes pump, wells, screens 
and pumping machinery complete, is based 
on the estimate made by Mr. Percy M. 
blake in the report heretofore referred to, 
and provides for a duplicate pumping plant, 
capable of delivering sewage at the rate of 
2,00) gallons per minute, or a little less than 
3,000,0°0 gallons per day of twenty-four 
hours. 

In view of the large territory which has 
been improved, and for which drainage will 
be required, I am of the opinion that 
pumping plant, having a pumping capacity 
of about 5,000,000 gallons per day should be 
provided. The estimate made for a pump- 
ing station will provide for a substantial 
brick building, but in view of the location 
selected, namely, Merry Mount park, and 
the general desire to make all public build- 
ings attractive in appearance, lam of the 
opinion that such buildings as it would be 
finally thought best to erect would exceed 
somewh st the estimate | cost. 

A pumping plant of the capacity here 
proposed, has recently been installed and a 
pumping station constructed for the sewage 
disposal works of the City of Brockton,

The estimate of the cost of the force main 
and connection with the Boston main 
drainage works at Squantum, and for the 
ultimate discharge of the sewage into deep 
water off Moon Island, appears to be liberal.

Whitman and Branch, providing for con- 
nection with the conduit of the Boston main 
drainage works at Squantum:

From a study of the direction and velocity 
of the currents in the harbor, it appears prob- 
able that the sewage from Quincy may be dis- 
charged into deep water off Nut Island fora 
long number of years, without creating a 
nuisance; but the estimates made indicate 
that if equitable arrangements can be made 
with the authorities of the City of Boston for 
receiving the sewage of Quincy at Moon 
Island, the cost of disposing of the sewage 
at Nut Island, (which cost should include 
the cost of the force-main from the pumping 
station, the cost of the outfall sewer and of 
the storage reservoirs at such time as they 
may be required, and the extra cost for 
maintenance), will be largely in excess of 
the cost of discharging the sewage at Moon 
Island through the conduit of the Boston 
main drainage works, and the plan for dis- 
posing of the sewage ut Moon Island, is 
without doubt, the most feasible. 

In making the investigations, I have been 
impressed with the apparent rapid develop- 
ment and opening-up for building purposes 
of what has been unimproved territory, and 
before this development has been carried too 
far and buildings have been erected so as to 
interfere with the proper drainage of these 
territories and before buildings are con- 
structed in such location or at such elevation 
as to greatly increase the ultimate cost of 
obtaining drainage, a comprehensive plan 
for collecting and disposing of the sewage 
and for the drainage of the city should be 
adopted. 

I am also impressed with the importance 
of having the grades for the streets deter- 
mined, and a basement or cellar grade estab- 
lished for all sections of the city, below 
which grade basements or cellars shall not 
be constructed. 

In cities where the level of the ground 
water is contro led by the level of the water 
in the tidal estuaries, the basement or cellar 
grade is ordinarily fixed as being a certain 
number of feet above tide level, but in a city 
where the surface of the ground has a great 
variation in level, as is the case with Quincy, 
this reference to tide level could only be ap- 
plicable to the territory in the immediate 
vicinity of the shores of the tidal estuaries, 
but with the elevation of the sewers and 
draius in the various streets fully estab- 
lished, the basement or cellar grade can be 
made to bear a certain relation to the sewers 
or drains which are to receive the drainage 
from them. 

By having the system of sewers deter- 
mined upon, the future development of the 
city in the laying out and construction of 
new streets can be effected in locations 
which will permit of the construction of 
sewers or drains at the least possible cost. 
Even if the sewers and drains are not actu- 
ally constructed for a long time in the future, 
the knowledge of where the location of 
the sewers or drains can be constructed to 
the best advantage will, in many cases, in- 
fluence the direction with which the streets 
will be Jaid out, so that the cost for land 
damage, in many cases, will be greatly re- 
duced if not entirely obviated.

Worst oF Poisons. We have a great 
horror of arsenic and fifty other things.

Alcohol 
does not contain the constituent elements 
of the body, certainly not in any available 
form, and cannot therefore build it up. 
It has no iron or salts for the blood; no 
gluten, phosphorus or lime for the bones, 
and no albumen, a substance which is the 
basis of every living organism. And even 
if it had any of these elements, it is an es- 
tablished fact that the body eliminates 
alcohol from its precincts, whether intro- 
duced as beer, wine or grog.—Dr. F. R.

A Trip on Electric Cars. 


A Randolph gentlemen who recently 
took a twenty-five mile trip on the electric 
cars through Brockton, Abington, Avon, 
Randolph, Braintree, Weymouth and 
Quincy, thus describes that portion of it 
through this city: 

** As our car whirled smoothly along, we 
passed turnouts of every description, 
bicyclists, singly, and in parties, taking in 
these delightful spots, especially Lovell’s 
Grove in North Weymouth, near Quincy 
Point, where the Boston Excursion steam- 
ship Co. arrives at intervals bringing pas- 
sengers from Snow's arch wharf, 442 
Atlantic avenue, Boston, and which 
was opened to the public last Saturday, 
At this point we enter the young city of 
Quincy on the Quincy & Beston Street 
Railway, which owns a new steamer, the 
“City of Quincy,” running between 
Quincy and Nantasket in connection with 
their road. Quincy Point is as popular 
as the resorts over the Weymouth line, and 
as largely patronized, which is pleasing to 
the Quincy & Boston Street Railway, 
who are using every effort to carry the 
large crowds in safety and on time. 

‘*At the Point there is a fine sheet of 
water suitable for passenger steamers, 
yachts, launches, and boats of all kinds, 
which ride the bay at anchor and in 
motion. This is en attraction to thousands 
of people, who choose the sea ride to the 
close cars, and profit by the cool breezes, 
which are so healthful to those confined in 
the cities, 

“A few miles further on by electric 
car of the Quincy & Boston, and we enter 
Quincy, stopping at the square at 3.15 Pp. M. 
Quincy may be young, but she is improving 
fast in business, population, residences, 
and general appearance. Fora long time 
her growth was slow and 
but when the new city charter was granted 
and the town was raised to the dignity of 
a city, then the change was marvelous.”’ 


Nantasket Electric Railroad. 


The trial last week of the new electric 
railroad at Nantasket beach was very 


successful. The locomotive, or motor car, 
attained a speed estimated as high as 
seventy-five miles an hour, and the 


addition of three standard cars and one of 
the heaviest locomotives of the line-bring- 
ing the entire weight up to 175 tons, equal 
to a train of six cars-made no perceptible 
difference in the ease and rapidity of 
movement, 

This experience, says the Salem Gazette, 
marks an epoch in railroad history, and 
will prove, we believe, the initial move- 
ment toward the substitution cf electric 
for steam propulsion on all the railways of 
the land. But in making this radical 
change, this mechanical revolution, it is 
the part of wisdom to move with caution. 
In discarding steam, with its accompani- 
ments of coal, dust and grime, we should 
also strive to do away with as many other 
objectionable features of the old regime as 
possible. * ad bd 


We hope to see, springing from this 
promising germ at Nantasket, the evolu- 


tion of a system which shall not only give 
us cleanliness, speed and safety, but shall 
relegate to the limbo of the wooden tram- 
way and all the crude propulsive machinery 
of the early day, the modern locomotive 


and car, with its immense mass of 
material, necessary under the present 
regime, but wholly unnecessary under a 


rational system of traction, such as has 
already been shown, for instance, in the 
upper and under rail of the bicycle system, 
Lightness and strength are as easily 
obtained in railway rolling-stock as in the 
making of carriages, or in the bicycle 
itself. These, with the safety which they 
insure, should be embraced in the coming 
electric railroad, if we are to reap the full 
benetit of the mysterious power now being 
so generally harnessed to the car of 
modern progress,
